mister Chalmers^ has prove*d an admirable fup- 
plement. The original books, however, have, 
in numerous inftancees, been actually infpeded -, 
and a confiderable number, as wel of authours, 
as of works (unknown to all former collectors 
upon this fubjeft), has been retrieve'd from la- 
tent obfcurity. That the compilation is more 
extenfive, accurate, and minute, than it other- 
wife could have been, is oweing to the kind at- 
tention, and literary exertions, of a very learned' 
and ingenious friend, to whom the publick is not 
lefs indebted than the editour. 

For the dramatick poets, of. whom the inquifi- 
tive reader wil meet with few tracees in this ca- 
talogue, he is rrfer'd to the valuable. republica- 
tion of Bakers '^ Ckimpanign'to the play-houfc," 
under ihe t\ilc, of ^' BiograpJtia dramatica,'* by 
mister Ifaac Reed^ with which the prefent Work 
i», in no refpeft, intended to interfere. 
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GODRIC SAINT, bom at Walpole, in Norfolk, 
and, for the fpace of fixty years, a hermit at 
Finchale, near Durham, where he dyed in 1 170, 
feems, in that retirement, to have compofed a 
hymn, which he ufed frequency to chant, pretend- 
ing, in the genuine fpirit of his profesfion, that it 
had been originally dictated and fung to him by 
'' the moft blefsed mother of god," who recom- 
mended it as a folace in pain or temptation,* and 
which, being, certainly, one of the raoft ancient 
fpecimens of Englilh poetry now, extant, is here 
correctly ^ven, from a collation of feveral manu- 
fcriptsf , in fome of which it is accompanyed with 
the mufical notes.

(*' Owayne miles'") of which there is a copy in the 
Cot. MS. Calilgula A. II. may, undoubtedly, be 
a translation of Henrys Latin profe, butfhould not 
have been confounded with it.* 

GULDEVORD JOHN DE wrote, in Engliih 
verfe, ^^ La pasfyun Jkefu CrJ/i en Engleys'* 
(begining ^' I hereth you one lutele tale that ich 
cu wille telle**) j The contention of the owl and 
the nightingale (begining '' Ich was in one 
fumere dale) 5 Of the woman of Samaria, &c. all 
extant in a manufcript of Jefus-coUege, Oxford 
(Num. 76). The contention of the owl and the 
nightingale is, likewife, preferved in a manufcript 
of the Cotton-library (Caligula. A. IX.) and, pos- 
fiblely, the other Ihort Engliih poems ii> that ma- 
nufcript may be by the fame hand. 

Ilie Oxford catalogue feems to be bifhop Tan- 
ners fole authority for afcrtbeing the contents of 
the Jefus-college MS. to John de Guldevord, as 
he does not appear to have perfonally examined it.. 
In fa6t, one Nichole (or Nicholas) f of Gulde- 
forde (Guildford) is twice named in The con-

tention of the oxd and the nightingale, not, in- 
deed, as the poet, but as a fage perfon, an accom« 
plifhed finger, and a fit judge of their controverfy. 
He is mentioned to refide at Portes-h<Mn in Dor- 
fetfhire: but the language is not every- where 
perfedly intelligible. It appears, however, by 
fome lines cited from the Jefiis MS. in The his- 
tory of Englijh poetry (volume l, page 25), that 
John de Guldevorde was actually the author of 
'^ la pasjyon Jhu Crijl en Engleys :" and, pro- 
bablely, Nicholas was his brother. Mr. Warton 
fays that '^ the whole MS. confifling of many de- 
tached pieces both in verfe and profe, was per- 
haps written in the reign of Henry the fixth :" 
which is highly improbable. The Cotton one, at 
leafi:, is of the thirteenth century. 

HAMILLAN is a name introduced merely for 
the purpofe of correfting the misreprefentation of 
Winftanley. '' Should we," fays that il-informed 
and inaccurate writer, *^ foi^et the learned Ha- 
mUlan, our book would be thought to be imper- 
feA, fo terfe and fluent was his verfe, of which 
we fhall give you two examples, the one out of 
Mr. John Speed his defcription of Devon . . . 
The other out of Mr. Weever his Funeral mo^ 
numents,** Thefe examples are, doubtlefs, afl:o- 
nifhingly " terfe and fluent" for the age alluded

to, being, in fa6t, good translations, in the Alex- 
i^ndrine metre <^ Drayton, ai^d, very probabldy, 
by that poet hitnfelf, from the Latin hexameters 
of old HanviUan, or Hanvill, quoted in Camdens 
Britannia^ and more at large in his Remaines. 

LAWEMAN, LAYAMON, or LAZAMON, 
a pricft at Emleye upon Severn, translated the 
ftoTy of Brute, or old fabulous Britifh hiftory, 
from the PVench of maistre Wace, a Norman 
poet^ native of the iland of Jerfey, who iiniihed 
his -work in 1155*. This moft ancient poem is 
prefcrved in a MS. of the Cotton-library (Caligula. 
A. IX.) extrads from which, as well as from a 
difrerent and fomewhat modernifed copy (Otho. 
C. Xni. deftroyed by the fire of I73l), may be 
feen in the learned Wanleys catalogue of Saxon

MSS.* The langu^e of this work is nearlj 
Saxon^ and the fiyle that .of the Saxon poetry 
without rime 5 the MS. being writen, as nfual, 
like profe. 

ORM, or ORMIN, wrote a paraphrafe of the 
evangelical history, intitled Ormvlum, which is 
preferved in a manufcript of the Bodleian library, 
whence confiderable extrads are given by Hickes 
and Wanley (Gram. A. S. 165, and L. V. S. 
Cat a, 59). Both of thefe learned men feem to 
have confidered the work as mere profe, but the 
ingenious Tyrwhitt (who does not conceive it to 
be earlyer than the reign of Henry II. whereas 
Hickes places it near the conquefl) clearly ihews 
it to be writen in verfes of fifteen, or rather four- 
teen, fyllables, without rime. See his '' Esfay on 
the language and verfification of Chaucer,* '§ IV. 
The author addrefses himfelf to his brother Wal- 
ter 5 which i* all that can be gathered of his 
history.

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GLOUCESTER ROBERT OF (fuppofed to 
have been a monk in the abbey there) wrote a 
chronicle of England in rime, which was publifh- 
ed bjr the industrious Heame, from a MS. in the 
Harleian library, with a continuation, by the 
author, from one in the Cotton collectioQ, in two 
volumes, octavo, at Oxford, in 1724. This chro- 
nicle was writen after the year 1278, being the 
6th year of king Edward the firft, which is the 
lateft date alluded to, though it ends with the 
reign of that monarchs immediate predecesfor, 
Henry the third, who dyed in 127 2. 

GROSTHEAD, GROUTHEVED, GREAT- 
HEAD, GROSTEST, alias COPLEY, ROBERT, 
a native of Suffolk, or, according to fome, of 
Lincolnlhire, and, in procefs of time, bifhop of 
Lincoln, a perfon of great learning, is fayed to 
have writen '' a tretyfe that ys ycleped [the] 
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'' castelof love,"* extant in the Bodleian librarjr, 
MS. Vernon, fo. 292. However, as the poem 
exifts in French, under the title of Chateau 
d' amour, Romance par mesjtre Robert GroJJetefte, 
and " La vie de X>. Jhu de fa humanite, &c." 
(^^ Ki penfe bien, ben pent dire") (fee Wartons 
History of Englijh poetry, I, 78) it feems moft 
probable that he was not alfo the author of the 
^ translation, which this historian, on the contrary, 
is inclined to attribute to Robert of Brunne, whom 
fee. To him, likewife, hath been afcribed, bj 
fome, the Stimulus confcientice of Richard RoUe : 
fee Tanner, in nomine, note h. He was con- 
fecrated in 1235^ and dyed in 1253. f Of this 
*' great clarke" Gower relates a fable, which was 
afterward attributed to frier Bacon : 
'^ I rede howe bufy that he was 
Upon the clergie an head of bras 
To forge, and make it for to telle 
Of fuche thynges as befelle r

And feven yeres befineffe

KENDALE. A poet of this name is men- 
tioned by Robert of Brunne, as haveing writen 
*' in fo quainte Inglis,'* that it was not generally 
imderftood, and had, of courfe, been much cor- 
rupted : but upon what fubje^ he wrote we are 
not informed. Thomas of Ercildon, another poet 
of the fame age, and alfo mentioned by Brunne, 
is to be placed amongfl thofe of Scotland. 
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ASHEBURNE THOMAS, a frier of the order 
of the blefsed Mary of Mount-Carmel at North- 
hampton, wrote, in 1384, a treatife of theological 
argument, intitled, De contemptu mundi: extant, 
but imperfed, in the Cotton library, Ap. VII. 
At the begining of the volume is another reli- 
gious poem, probablely by the fame author, com- 
menceing '' Lyftyns all gret and fmale." 

BANISTER WILLIAM appears to have been 
no lefs celebrated as a prophet in England, than 
Thomas of Ercildon, his contemporary, was in 
Scotland. Biihop Tanner refers to fome " Pro- 
phefies of Banister of England," in MS. Worfl. 
8V0. pap. 7. The author of Scala chronica, writ- 
en foon after 1360, mentions ( according to 
Lelands extrad) " William Banestre and Tho- 
mas Erceldoune, whos wordes were fpoken yn 
figure as were the propheties of Merlin.'* '' The

whole prophecies of Scotland^ &c.*' are fayed^ 
in the tide, to be prophefyed, inter alios, by 
*' Banefire and Sybilla,'* but no prophecy by the 
former is inferted in the work, though he is oc- 
cafionally cited ^ as in the fdlowing lines : 

'^ Beids books have i feen, Banesters alfo :** 
''As Berlingtons books, and Banester us 

tells :" 
'' Beid hath brieved in his book^ and Banester 

alfo/' 

Forduns interpolator fpeaks of an Englifh knight 
of this name, who, in the night in which Ed- 
ward the £ril dyed, faw, in a viiion, that mo- 
narchs foul infulted and flagellated by devils. 
(Scotichro. by Goodall, II, 236.) Bifliop Tanner 
feems to co^ound him with Gilbert Banastre, an 
author of a diflerent name and centuiy. 

BASTON ROBERT is only noticed for a rea- 
fon flmilar to that already given with refped to 
Hamillan. Both Winflanley and mistrels 
Cooper have fuppofed him to write in Englifli 
verfe; and inflanced, as a fpecimen of his ex- 
torted production on the battle of Bannock-bum 
(1314), the following lines : 

" In dreary verfe my rjrmes i make. 
Bewailing whileii fuch theme i take :'* 
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wfakk msiy, indeed, pafs for a tolerable translation 
of the firft couplet of his actoal performance : 

*' De planctu cudo metrutn com carmine nudo : 
Rifinn retrudo, dtrni taU themate ludo** 

There is no authority (unlefs it be Bales expres- 
fion of '' Tragedice Csf comedice vulgares") for pre- 
tending that he wrote any thing in Englilh ; and, 
indeed^ one might be glad to know what Bale had 
for attributeing to him fo many things in Latin.* 
He was, however, a famous poet in his day, and 
has even given name to a fpecies of metre : 
" ryme Boston,"' mentioned by Robert of Brunne. 

BRUNNE ROBERT OF. SeeMANNYNG. 

CHAUCER GEOFFREY, '^ the father of Eng- 
liih poetry," bom at London in or about the year 
1328, wrote,t i. '' The Canterbvpy tales :" twice

He fays that 
Chaucer haveing distributed copies of the talc of Pien 
Pltmrnan [which it is wel known he did not write]," 
the <* friar wrote a fatyric mummery upon him.*'

GOWER JOHN, wrote, in Englilh metre, a 
prolix dialogue, of various argument, according 
to the faihion of his age, intitled '^ Confesjio 
amantis, (that is to lay in Engliffhe, The confes- 
fyon of the lover) 3" originally printed by William 
Caxton, in 1483, and reprinted by Thomas Ber- 
thelet, in 1532, and 1554, folio: alfo a long pa- 
rafytical balade in praife of king Henry the fourth, 
infertedinfeveral editions of Chaucer.* In lord 



* The two poets feem, for fome time, to have been 
upon good terms; mentioning each other in their re* 
fpective productions : but a fracas had, probablely, hap- 
cned between them, as Chaucer is fufpefked by his in- 
telligent editor to have caft a reflection upon Gower in 
the following lines : 

" But certainly no word ne writeth he [Ovid] 
Of thilke wicked example of Canace, 
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Growers library, as we are told by Warton, there 
is a thin oblong manufcript on velluin, containing 
fome of Gowers poems in Latin, French, and

Some of his imaller poems are preferved in a 
MS. of Trintty-coU^e, Cambridge j and, it may 
be, in other collections -, but, posfefsing little or 
no merit,f are likely to remain in obfcurity. He 
dyed, aged, in 1402, and was intered in the 
churdi of St. Mary-Overy, Southwark, where his 
monument, a curious piece of antiquity, ftil re- 
mmns.

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HAMPOLE, SceROLLE. 

HERBERT WILLIAM. '' In the Hbrary crif 
Mr. Farmer, of Tusmore in Oxfordfhire," ac- 
cording to Warton, *' are [is] or were [was] 
lately, a collectitm of hymns and antiphones, pa- 
raphrafed into Englifh [verfe, it is prefumed], by 
William Herbert, a Eianciscan firier, and a famous 
preacher, about the year 1330«" (History of 
Engiyh poetry, 11, 194.) 

LANGELANDE ROBERT, '' 2l Shropfliiic 
man," it is fayed, '* borne in Cleybirie, aboute 
eight myles from Malverne hilles," wrote '' The 
vifion of Pierce Plowman,** a curious allegorical 
poem, firft printed by Robert Crowley, vicar of 
Saint-Giles Crippl^te, in 1650 (of which date 
there are at leaft two, if not three editions), and^ 
again, by Owen Rogers, in 156 1 (all in quarto and 
black-letter*). The learned Tyrwhitt disputes 
our authors title, £nce in what he efieemed the beft

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numufcripts (whidb^ whether they be fo or not^ 
differ materially firom the printed copys)^ the poet 
18 exprefily faluted by tl^ name of '' Wille,** 
and the wwk itfidf intitled '' Vifio Willelmi 
it Petro Ploughman,** Now, unlefs the word 
WtLi^E be, as there is fome reafon to bdieve, no 
more than a perfonification of the mental faculty, 
and have, consequently, been misapprehended by 
the writer (£ that title,* it ihould follow that the 
authors name was William, and that his fur* 
name and quality are totally unknown. However 
this may be, the work itfdf, a veiy curious and 
masterly production, appears to have been com- 
pofed in, or foon after, the year 1362. It is a 
kind of religious allegorical fatirc} in which Pierce 
the ploughman, the principal perfonage, feems to 
be intended for the pattern of Christian perfection, 
if not, occafionally, for Jefus Chrift himfelf. 
The mode of verfification adopted by this writer 
(an alliterative metre of 9 and 1 1 fyllables with- 
out rime) is originally Gothick, and, from the 
many other inftances which occur in MS. is con-

jectured to have been a favourite poetick flilc with 
the common people (as they are called) down to 
late period. (See Hickeses Gram, A. S. p. 217 j 
Percys Reliqves, II, 27O.) Our author became 
popular, about the time of the reformation, from 
his haveing lafhed the vices of the clergy, both 
regular and fecular, with a juft feverity; and 
foretold, as was thought, the deftruction of the 
monasterys by Henry VIII. The pasfage is cer- 
tainly curious : 

" — ther fhall come a king and confefle you 

religious. 
And beat you as the byble telleth for breaking 

of your rule. 
And amend monials, monkes and chanons. 
And put hem to her penaunce, ad pristinumfta^ 

turn ire .... 
And than ihaU the abot of Abington and all 

his isfue for ever 
Haveaknocke of a kynge, and incurable the 

wounde." 

Manufcript copys of this work are by no means 
uncommon in publick librarys, but it requires a 
thorough and attentive investigation to decide 
upon the comparative merits of the printed copy, 
refpeding the faultynefs and imperfection whereof 
Mr. Tjrrwhitt may have been fomewhat too haftey 
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in his judgement.^ After all, it is probable that 
the information which Crowley, the original edi-

The fubfequent variations, throughout the poem, are ftil 
more confiderable ; fb that it appears highly probable 
that the author had revifed his original work, and given, 
as it were, a new edition ; and it may be posfible for a 
good judge of ancient poetry, posfefsed of a fufiident 
flock of critical acumen, to determine which was the 
firft, and which the fecond. No MS. however, of this 
, celebrated and really excellent compofition examined by 
the preientannotator, has been found deferveing, either 
for accuracy or antiquity, to be prefered to that or 
thofe whence the printed copy appears to be taken. 
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Londoner^ by refidence^ at leafl:^ if not by birth. 
Where Seldeh had red *' that the authors name 
was John Malvemej. a fellow of Qriel-CoU^e^ who 
finiihed it i6 £d. III." does not ai^>ear 5 but the 
latter part of his information^ though adopted by 
Wood, who calls him Wigomienfis, is manifeiUy 
erroneous. 

MANNYNG ROBERT, aUas Robert of 
Brunne, bom, as it is fuppofed, at Mdton in York* 
ihire, wh^ice he fomewhere calls himfelf " Danz 
Robert of Maltone," and, in procefs erf time, ca- 
non of the prioiy of Brunne, or Bourne, in Lin* 
colnihire, translated into Engliih metre, the 
French riming chronicle /)f Piers, or Peter, de 
Langetoft, a canon regular of Saint Auftin at Brid* 
lington in Yorkfhire, which he finiihed in 1338. 
The more interefting part of this translation (a 
performance of coniiderable merit), from the 
time of Cadwallader to the death of Edward the 
firfi, was firft pubHihed in print by the industri- 
ous T. Heame, in 2 volumes, 8vo. at Oxford, in 
17S5. The former part, which, in faft, is a 
translation from the Brut of *' naayfter Wace,*' a 
Nonnan poet of the 12th century,* and not from

Mr. Warton has 
done great injustice to Mann3mg^ in concludeing 
that " he has fcarcdy more poetry than Robert 
of Glocesterj" which only proves his want of 
tafle or judgement : he aUows^ however, '' that 
even fuch a writer as Robert de Brunne [and, in 
fad, we have very few luch] contributed to form 
a fiyle, to teach expresfion, and to pcdiih his na- 
tive tongue." 

MINOT LAURENCE wrote, in 1S62, ten 
lyrick po^ns, of fingular merit, upon the principal 
events of the reign of the then monarch, king 
Edward the third 3 which were elegantly and ac* 
curatdy printed, from the only MS. copy (Gralba 
E. IX.) m 1796. 

ROLLE RICHARD, a hermit, of the order of 
St. Augustine, refideing in or near tlie nunnery of 
Hampole, near Doncaster, whence he is \ifually 
called Richard of Hampole, or Richard Hampole, 
wrote, 1 . " Stimulus confcientias, or The prykke 
of confcience,'* a theological poem, in feven parts; 
the ift, of human nature, the 2d, of the world, 
the 3d, of death, the 4th, of purgatory, the 5 th, 
D 
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of the day of judgemeat^ the Otb, of the pains of 
hel, and the 7th, of the joys of heaven : extant 
in the Bodleian library. Num. J49i> 1700, 2^22, 
8069, 3679, in Univerfity-<^^, Num. 142, 
in Caius-Gonvill college, Cand^ridge, Num. 845, 
in the archiepiscopal library at Lambeth, Num. 
260, among the Harleian MSS. Num. 1731,

Mr. Warton, who has been 
rather liberal in his ejctradb from The pricke of 
confcience, profefses himfelf^ at the fame time, 
not quite convinced that any manufcnpt of that 
work in Engliih belongs to Hampole > this piece, 
according to him, being a translation from his 
Latin profe, and thinks '' it is not very likely 
that he Ihould translate his own work."' (History 
of Englijh poetry, 1, 256),* Lydgate, however, 
in the following century, exprefsly fays that he

prefering Englifti to Latin. In one of Mr. Douce's 
MSS. the pasfage ftands thus : 

*' In thefe fevene be dyveres matters dravven 
Out of dyvers bokes that be unknawen. 
To lewed men, namely of Ingeland, 
That can hot Englyfch underhand ; 
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wrote, <m: at leaft translated, in liis native 
tongue : 

'' In perfit living, which pafseth poyfie, 
Richard hermite, contemplative of fentencc, 
Drovgr in Englishe The prick of con- 
fcience."* 
He alfo left a copy of this prolix poem to the 
fociety of friers-minors in York, after his, and 
his brothers death 5 which came, afterward, into 
the posfesfion of Dr. Monro. In fa6t, it would 
rather feem that the Latin was translated from the 
Engliih ; iince in the library of Pembroke-hall is 
a MS. '* TraB, infcripfus Stimulus confcientiae ; 
qui d minus fciolo eft translatus (verba funt inter- 
pretis). Si qms igitur fapiens in illo aliquos re- 
periat defectus, deprecor ut eos c^rrigat mente pia, 
tsf translatori imponat'' (Num. 118.) He dyed 
in 1349, and, on account of his piety and his mi- 
racles, was not only reputed a faint by the popu- 
lace, but appears to have been actually canonized. 
See the catalogue of the Cotton MSS. Tiberius 
A. XIII. fince d^royed ; and Cave, or Tanner.

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STRODE RALPH, the greateft ornament of 
Merton-college, according to Leland, >^o fajrs, 
in his poetical ftile, that he worfliiped eloquence, 
and the warbleing mufes with the moft pasfionate 
love. Chaucer, it is trae, in his ^' Troilus and 
Cresfeide," addrefses that poem to '^ morall 
Gower," and ^^ to the philofophical Strode," 
*^ To vouch fafe (there nede is) to correde. 
Of their benignities and zelis goode :" 
whence Bale infers that he calls him an Engliih 
poet. Lydgate, alfo, haveing this j^asfage in his 
eye, has placed him among poets, though he does 
not exprefsly term him one : 

*' In moral matter ful notable was Gower, 
And fo was Strood in his philofophie:"* 
Nothing, however, of his compoiition in the ver- 
nacular language, is knovm to be prefervedj 
though lyeing Dempfter, who has ranked him 
among the native writers of Scotland, pretends 
that he wrote *' Fabuloe lepidce verfu,** 

TAYSTEKE JOHN DE, a monk of Saint 
Marys abbey, York, translated from the Latin, 
in 1357, at the command of archbifhop Thoresby, 
a poem on the decalogue ', extant in number 1023

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of the Harleian MSS. " Thurgh grace grow and 
in god almyght." 

VICARY THOMAS, of Wimborn-minfler in 
Dorfetfhire, feems to have been the author or 
translator of a poem on the ftory of Apollonius of 
Tyre (posfiblely from the Pantheon of Godfrey of 
Viterbo), of which Dr. Farmer had a fragment. 
See Steevenses 5Aa^care, XIII, 381, 609. 

WALTON, or WALTWNEM, JOHN, ca- 
non of Ofeney, translated into Engliih verfe " Tlie 
boke of comfort called in Latyn Boecius de con-- 
folatione philofophie ; printed, in the exempt mo- 
nastery of Taviftock, in Devonihire, by '^ Dan 
Thomas Rychard monke of the fayd monastery, 
to the inftant defyre of the ryght worfhypful 
efquier majfter Robert Langdon," anno 1525, 
quarto : But the translation appears, ^om a ma* 
nufcript copy quoted by Heame (Praefatio in 
€amdeni Annales, p. cxxxiii) to have been finiihed 
in 1410: conformablely to another, among the 
kings MSS. (18 A XIII.) in which the work is 
fayed to be translated *' per capellanum Johan- 
nem," whom Casley mistook for '^ Ludgate.'* 
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ALCOCK JOHN, bifliop of Ely, is the author 
of a comment upon the feven penitential pfalms, 
in Englifh verfe (Harley MSS. 1704> imperfed). 
He dyed in 1500. 

ASHBY GEORGE, clerk of the fignet to 
Margaret queen of Henry the fixth, wrote a moral 
poem, for the ufe of their fon prince Edward, on 
the ^' active policy of a prince," finifhed, it ap- 
pears, in the authors eightieth year, and extant 
among biihop Mores MSS. at Cambridge (Num. 
492). 

AWDELAY JOHN, who ftiles himfelf capel- 
lanus, and appears to have been old, blind, and 
deaf, and a canon of the monastery of Haghmon 
in Shropfhire, anno 14:26, wrote fome metrical 
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divinity and pious legends -, of which the late 
Dr. Farmer had a coeval manufcript^ now in the 
posfesfion of Francis Douce^ efquire. At the end 
are thefe lines : 

'^ No mon this book he take away, 

Ny kutt owte noo leef y fay for why. 

For hit ys facrdege lirus y zow fay, 

Beth a curfed in the dede truly. 

Zef ze wl have any copi, 

Afkus leeve & ze fhal have. 

To pray for h3me fpecially 

That hyt made zour foules to favc, 

Jon the blynde Awdelay 

The ftirft preft to the lord Straunge he was. 

Of thys chauntre here in this place 

That made this bok by goddus grace, 

DeefT, fick, blynd, as he lay. 

Cuitts anitne propicietur deus,*' 

BANASTRE GILBERT wrote an Englifh 
poem upon a miracle of St. Thomas, I467j in- 
ferted in Stones history of the monks of Chrift- 
church, Canterbury 5 a MS. in Bcnnet-coUege-li- 
brary (CCCCXVII). 

BARCLAY ALEXANDER, prieft, chaplain 
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(1508) in the college of St. MaryOtery, Devon, 
and, afterward, monk of Ely, translated from 
the French *' The castell of Labour, wherein is 
Rychefse, Vertue and Honour," an allegorical 
poem, in feven-line ftanzas, printed by Wynken 
de Worde, in 1606: alfo, '^ out of Laten, 
Frenche and Doche," " This prefent boke named 
the Ihjrp of folys of the worlde,*^ printed by Rich- 
ard Pinfon in 1509, and by John Cawood in 
1570. It concludes with a ballad, of 12 octave 
ftanzas, in honour of the virgin Mary. He, 
likewife, translated from the Latin, of Dominick 
Mancyn, *' A ryght fruteftill treatyfe, intituled the 
myrrour of good maners, conteyning the iiii ver- 
tues, called cardinally*' printed by Pinfon, *' at 
the inftaunce and requeft of the ryght noble 
Rychard yerle of Kent:" and, in his youth, com- 
piled Five '' Egloges, whereof the fyfft thre 
conteyneth the myferyes of courters and courtes 
of all prynces in generall : the matter whereof 
was translated . . . out of a boke named in Latyn 
Miferie curialium compyled by Eneas Silvius 
poete and oratour, whiche after was pope of 
Rome and named Pius :" the fourth '' conteyning 
the maner of the riche men anenft poets and 
other clerkes)" and the fifth being " of the 
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cytezen and vplondyihman :*' all priuted by Pin- 
fon or de Wprde : and iafeted, alfo, along 
with '' The myrrwir of good mapers" in Cawoods 
edition of " The ihyp of folys.'* There was like- 
wife an edition of the three firft eclogues by 
Humphrey Powdl. Wood, from Bale, mentions 
'* his anfwer to Jdm Skelton the poet" ('' Contra 
Skeltonum, lib, l") 5 which was probablely in me- 
tre 5 but appears neither to have been printed, nor 
to be extant in manufcript,* He dyed, very aged, 
i^ 1552, and was intered at Croydon: where, 
firom his firft eclogue, he appears to have dwelt in 
his youth. Both his name of baptifm and the or- 
thography of his fumame feem to prove that he 
was of Scotiih extraction. Wood fuppofes hiip 
to have been a Somcrfetfliire man : but 
Dr. Bull^rn, his contemporaiy fays, that he 
'* was born beyond the cold river of Tweed." 
See his '^ Dialogue both pleafante and pitiful." 
1564. 

» InMaimfells catalogue is " Alex. Barkley his 
figure of our mother holy church c^pre^ed by the 
French king :" printed by Pinfon j but whether in verfc 
or profe is. uncertain. Bale, alfo, enumerates the lives 
of St. George, from Mantuan, St. Catharine, St. Mar- 
garet and St. Ethelred ; which are in the fame predica- 
ment. 
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Barclay is, likewife^claim'd as a Scot^ byThomas 
Dempfler, who fays ** he live'd in Engleland, 
being expeFd [from his native country] for the 
fake of religion.** This, however, feems his pe- 
culiar invention, lince no religious disfentions had 
takeen place in Scotland fo early as 1506. Hol- 
lynshed, even, pofitively calls him " a Scot :*' 
but Bale, the oldeft authority, fays onely, '^ that 
fome contend that he was a Scot, others, an 
Engleilhman,*' though he himfelf, from the fitua- 
tion he has alloted him might have adopted the 
latter opinion. He lays, moreover, that *' this 
Barkeley had prove'd feveral feds, fometimes ad- 
ing the mafs-prieft, and fometimes, the Benedic- 
tine, or Franciscan, certain to none : but in all 
thefe,** he ads, in his bigoted and foul-mouth*d 
way, ^' he continue*d a hateer of truth, and, 
under the disguife of celibacy, a filthy adulterer 
to the laft.** Pitts, himfelf a papiil, and, on that 
account, it may be, better inform*d than Bale, 
admits, that, with fome, he appear'd to have been 
a Scot, *' but was, veryly, an Engleilhman, and 
his native country, as it is probable, Devonfhire.** 
Wood, who defigns him Alexander de Barklay, 
iavs he " feems to have been bora at, or near, a 
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town fo called in Somcrfctihire,* was, for a time, 
educated in this univeriity^ particularly, as it 
feems, in Oriel-college, of which his great patron 
and favourer of his fludies, Thomas Comifh, 
biihop of Tyne, was then provoft [to whom he 
dedicateed his ^^ Shyp of folys,** 1509]. '' Sure 
'tis, he ads, *' that, living to fee his monastery 
disfolv'd, he became vicar o£ Much-Badew in 
lEi9>it:L, and, in 1546, of the church of St. IVkt- 
thew the apostle at Wokey in Somerfetihire [and, 
fuEially, instituted to thaU of All-faints, Lombard" 
ftreet]. In his younger days," he fays, *' he 
was eileemed a good poet and orator, but, when 
years came on, he fpent his time mc^y in pious 
matters, and in reading the histories of faints.** 
Warton, who (as wel as Tanner) asierts that 
** He was of Oriel-college, in Oxford^' by way 
of proof, ihews him '' to have fpent fome time 
zt Cambridge** (II, 240).

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BARNES or BERNERS, DAME JULYAN, 
priorefs of the nunnery of Sopewell near St. Al- 
bans^ compiled the ^' boke of huntyng)'* printed^ 
along with a book of hawking^ and *' other 
plefuris diverfe," at St. Albans, in I486, folio j 
and, again, by Wynken de Worde, in 1496, 
folio : again, by Toye and Copland, 4to.

BENET. Sec BURGH. 

BOKENHAM OSBERN, a native of Suffolk, 
and canon of the ord^ of St. Augustine in the 
monaftery of Stoke-Clare, wrote, or translated, 
in and about 1445, the lives of divers faints, 
which are extant in a coeval MS. in the library of 
the Royal fociety. 

BOWYER JOHN, canon of Bodmin, wrote 
a dul poem, addrefsed to Jefus Chrift, intitled 
Contemplatw bona, and another, De ptieritia do^ 
mini nostri Jkefu Chriiti, ('' Allemyzthty god yn 
tiynyte) j** both extant in Num. 2399 of the 
Harleian MSS. which, likewife, contains the old 
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poem '' Quomodo homo fapiem dicit ;" *' How 
the wife man taught hisfonj" posiiblely by the 
fame hand. 



BRADSHAA HENRY, a monk of the Bene- 
dictine monastery of St. Werburg, in Chester, 
the place df his nativity, translated '^ The holy 
life and history of faynt Werburge, very frute- 
flill for all Christen people to rede 5" printed by 
Richard Pinfon, 1521, in 4to, & b. 1. It is in 
ftanzas, chiefly of 7, but fome of 8 lines. (Her- 
bert, 269). To this author, likewife, is attri- 
buted by Ames, or Herbert, *' The lyfe of faynt 
Radegunde :'* printed by the fame Pinfon, in 4to. 
and b. 1. but without date : in ftanzas of 7 lines. 
He dyed, as it appears from the book, in 1513*. 

* This virgin martyr Thcmas Chatterton, in « The 
ftorie of William Canyng," has converted into a 

maie : 

** Next holie Wareburghus fylld my mynde. 
As fayrc a fayncte as anic towne can boafte,— 
I fee kys y mage waulkcyng throwe the coaile : &c.* * 

There is» at leaft, one very frcfound fcholar who ftii be* 
lieves in the authenticity of Rowleys poms / a mistake 
which mud have been imposfibie to a prieft in the 15th 
century. 
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BREUS THOMAS. At the end of an old 
Englifh poem, in the Harieian library (Num. 
2338), is this note, writen, as Mr. Wanley ob- 
ferves, by a later hand, " Finis pasfionis Christ f 
auctore Thoma Breus (14221);" which, he ads, 
'^ feems to be a mistake,. and perhaps a wilflil 
one : for the name Thomas Breus, which appears 
in the firft page, is of the very fame inke that 
the whole book is written with, and, that maketh 
mention of the year 1536 : fo that 'tis much more 
likely that this Breus was only the posfesfor of it.'* 
However this may be, the manufcript is clearly 
of the fifteenth century, and . even the laft page 
(part of a prophecy), which contains the above 
date feems as old as the reft. Some words alfo ap- 
pear to have been erafed, probably by the inter- 
polator of the colophon, from which he may have 
had authority for what he has there layed. The 
poem itfelf commences with this line : '' Comyng 
the gret tyme of mercy." 

BURGH BENEDICT (orBENNET), canon 
of St. Stephens Weftminfter, translated out of 
Latin the book of distichs or precepts called Cafo 
magnusj which, as master Caxton obferves, full 
craftily he made, '' in baladeryal, for the erudicion 
£ 
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of my lord 6oufher> fone and heyr at that tftne 
to my lorde the erle of Eftfcx." He was rector 
of Sandon> in Esfex, in 1440, archdeacon of 
Colchester in 1465, prebendary ci St. Pauls in 
1472, and dyed in 1463. M. Caxton, prefering 
his own profe to ^' mayster Bencts" poetry, trans- 
lated the above work from the French, and printed 
it in the laft of thofe years. ^' A Criftemaise 
game made by maister Benet, howe god almyghty 
feyde to his apostelys, and echen of them were 
baptifle, and none knew of other,'* is in the 
Harlcy MS. 7333 : '' Sanctus Petrus. Petri, 
Petri, prynce of aposteles all." " Arysto[t]les 
ABC made be majrster Benet :" "A to amerous 
to aunteroiis" C^SS. Har, 1706). He,likewife, 
continued and completed the Regimen principum, 
or Secretumfecretorum, of John Lydgate, left im- 
perfeA by his death. 

CAUMPEDEN HUGH OF translated, out 
of French, " The history of kyng Boccus and 
Sydracke, how he confounded his lerned men, 
and in the fyght of them dronke ftrong venym in 
the name of the trjmyte and did him no hurt, Ci/c." 
printed, at London, by Thomas Godfray, " at the 
Gofte and charge of dan Robert Saltwode monke 
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of fayntc Auftens at Cantorbury/' in 1510. A 
MS. copy, in the Sloan colledion (Num. i2Si), 
has " Explicit Robertus Wakefelde,'* with the 
date of 1502. 4to. In the catalogue of the Bod- 
leian MSB. (Laud. G. 57.) is " Hugh of Carap- 
dens poems in Englifh :" posiibldy the above 
translation, of which manufcript copys are not 
unconEimon. 

CAXTON WILLIAM, the firft Englifh printer, 
has aded two leven-line ilanzas, apparently of 
his own compofition, by way of conclufion to 
" The morale prouerbes of Cristyne [of Pyfe or 
Kfan] 5** reprinted in Ameses " Typographical an- 
tiquities," by Herbert, p. 18. Mr. Warton, alfo, 
in addition to '' the rhyming introductions and 
epilogues with which he frequently decorates his 
books,*' feems wiling to afcribe to him a poem of 
confiderable length, intitled " The worke of 
fapience," of his own printing, and of which he 
appears to be the author, by the prologue : but 
which is, elfewhere, more jufHy attributed to 
Lydgate. It muft be owned, however, that our 
venerable typographer does not feem (in his own 
language) to have '^ dronken** very deep '' of 
Elycons well,*' as he translated Virgil and Ovid«

CHERTESEY ANDREW translated from the 
French, 1 . " A lytcl tretife, intytuled or named 
the Lucidaryej" printed by Caxtonj 2. ''The craft 
to live well and to dye well," finiflied the 2 1 ft of Ja- 
nuary 1 505, and printed by Wynken de Worde in 
the following year j and, 3. '' The pasfion of our 
lord Jefu Cryft,*' printed by the fame printer in 
1520.* In the title-page of his '' Floure of the 
commaundementes of god, ^c, (a translation from 
the French) printed by Wynkyn de Worde, 1521, 
folio, are " The x commaundementes of the 
lawe," and " The fyvt conunaundementes of the 
churche/' in verfe. " The prologue of the trans- 
ktour," alfo, is in ftanzas of 8 lines. 

CHESTRE THOMAS is the author of a me- 
trical romance, intitled *' Laulifal miles,*' relating 
the adventures of one of king Arthurs knights fo 
called, as he himfelf informs us ; 

" Thomas Chestre made thys tale 
Of the noble knyzt fyr Launfal/*

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It is a free translation from the French -, and 
IS preferved in a MS. of the Cotton-library

COMBE JOHN. '' Disputatio inter equum, 
enferem C9* ovem, by John Combe, old Engliih.** 
MSS. Aflimole, 50. 4to. If this be the '' dia- 
logue between the horfe, the Iheep, and the 
goofe,'* of which there is a copy in the fame col* 
le^on (754. 2), and which was originally printed 
by Caxton, it is ufually afcribed to John Lyd- 
gate. 

CORNISHE (otherwife NYSHEWHETE) 
WILLIAM, chapelman to king Henry the fe- 
Tenth, compofed, during his confinement in the 
Fleet, 1604, *' A treatife betwene trouth and in- 
formation :*' printed at the end of Skeltons 
works, in Marfhes edition, and that of 1736. 

CROPHILL JOHN, a cunning-man, conjurer, 

or afbrological quack, who practifed in Suffolk 

about the year 1420, has lefl fome poetry or rimes 

fpoken at an entertainment of " Frere Thomas/* 
Ej 
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and five ladies of quality wbofe names are men- 
tioned : at which two great bowls, or goblets^ 
called '^ Merfy & Scharyte** were brilkly circu- 
lated: extant in the Harleian MS. 1785, and bc^ 
gining, '' Frere Tomas Fairefdde." 

FABIAN ROBERT, an alderman of London, 
and one of the fherifs of that city in 1498, wrote 
or translated certain poems or veiies, which arc 
interfperfed occafionally in his '' Newe cronycles 
of Englande and of France," firft printed 15 16, 
by Richard Pinfon ; but omited, for the mod part, 
in the fubfequent editions.* As a favorable fpe^ 
cimen of his poetical talents may be mentioned 
an elegy on Henry the firft, which mistrefs Cooper 
has inferted in " The mufes library,** as '^ wrote 
inmiediately after his death, the author un- 
kpown }** and which Mr. Preston, in his 
*' Thoughts on lyric poetiy,*' printed in the ift 
volume of " The tranfadions of the royal Lifh 
academy," calls " a very early fpecimen ci the 
irregular ode in the Englifh language j which,**

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he fays, '^ bears marks of the higheft antiquity :'* fo 
little difference did thele two ingenious criticks ima- 
gine there was between the language of the 1 2th and 
that of the I5th centmy. The piece in question is, 
in fa6t, a translation from a Latin poem, preferve'd, 
and posfiblely writen, by Henry archdeacon of Hun- 
tingdon, the contemporary of that monarch, and in-, 
ferted, along with it, in our authours history. He 
dye'd, according to Stow, who gives his epitaph, in 
1511 : Bale, who, though he live'd nearer the time, 
was much lefs accurate and inquifitive, fays the 28th 
of Februaiy 1512, and differs as to the place of inter- 
ment. However, as '^ His monument is gone," one 
would be glad to have known honeil Johns au- 
thority. 

FANNANDE RICHARD, ironmonger, in the 
year 1457, compofe'd a defcription, or account, in 
rude and barbarous verfe, of the building of Culham- 
bridge, near Abingdon, in Berkfhire, which* he 
caufe'd to be hung up, on a table, in the hall of St. 
Helens hospital there, to the memory and honour of 
Geoffrey Barber, a principal founder of that bridge 5 
printed in Lelands Itinerary, VII, 79. 

FEYLDE THOMAS compile'd '' A lytel trea- 
tyfe called the contrauerfe betwene a louer and a 
£ 4 
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jayc :*' printed by Wynkeri de Worde, in 4to. with-^ 
out date. It is not, however, '^ in Skeltonic verfe/* 
as Herbert fays, but in fix-line ftanzas.* 

FLEMING JOHN. His '' old Englifli poems" are, 
in the Oxford-catalogue, fay'd to be extant in the li- 
brary of Trinity-college, Dublin 5 but he turns out, in 
fad, to be nothing more than the tranfcribeer of Ri- 
chard Rolle. 

FOX RICHARD, bifliop of Durham, and '' lord 
pryve feale of Englonde," has many metrical inter- 
mixtures in " The contemplation of fynners," printed 
by Wynken de Worde, in 1499, 4to. b. 1. He 
dye'd in 1528. 

GARNESCHE , a courtier, it would feem, 

of Henry the 8 th, with whom Skelton, laureat, by the 
kings conmiand, as he fays, had a poetical or rimeing 
cootroverfy, in which the latter, at leaft, was very 
perfonal and fcurrilous : but neither master Gar- 
nefchees challenge, nor any other fpecimen of his ta- 
lents, is preferve'd. 

GRENEACRES. ' At tlie end of Lydgates

^' Treatife excellent and compendious^ t*fc'* 
from the Latin of Bocatius, are four feven-line 
flanzas^ fuperfcribed '' Greneacres a Lenuoy 
vpon John Bochas.*' 

HALSAM, " fquiere," made a halade begin- 
ing '* The worlde fo wyde, the ayer fo remuable :** 
MSS. Har, 7S33, ufually attributed to Lydgatc. 

HAMPTON of Worcester feems to have been 
retained at the court of Henry the 7th " for 
making of balades'* a ftately kind of poetry, then 
much in vogue 3 and had a reward from the 
king, in 1498, of 20f. for his labour. (See Stec- 
venfes Shakfpeare, II, 157.) He might be 
"what is now improperly called the poet-laureat, 
an ofiBce which did not, under that denomination, 
cxift before the reign of James the firfl.* 

HARDYNGE JOHN wrote a chronicle, m

tnctrc, '^ from the firft begynnyng of Englandc 
uoto the reigne of Edward the fourth ;" printed 
by Richard Grafton in 1543, 4t6. 5 but extant, in 
greater perfection, in two manufcript copys, one 
in the Bodleian library (Selden B. 26), the other 
among the Harleian MSS. (Num. 661). That 
part of the work which relates to the Percys is the 
moft valuable, in point of fad, as he was brought 
up in the family, and, at the age of 25, fought 
under tlie banners of Henry Hotfpur ^t the battle 
of Shrewsbury : as a poet he is almoft beneath 
contempt. He was, at the fame time, a moft 
dexterous and notable forger, and obtained great 
rewards from Henry the. 6th and Edward the 4th, 
for a number of fuppofititious charters of fealty 
and homage, from the Sootifh monarchs to the 
]ungs of England j which he pretended to have 
obtained in Scotland at the hazard of his life, and 
which are ftil carefully preferved in the Ex- 
chequer. 

• 
HAWES STEPHEN, one of the grooms of 
the chamber of king Henry the 7th, compiled, in 
16 06, *' The pafle tyme of pleafure 5" printed by 
Wynken de Worde in 1517. There are, like- 
wife, editions by Wayland and Tottell, in 1554 
and 1555, under the title of *' The historic of 
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Graonde amoure and la bdl pucel^ called the 
pastime of pleafure, fe'c." " Such" obferve* 
Anthony Wood, " is the fate of poetry, that 
this book, which in the time of Hen. 7, and 
3, was taken into the hands of aU ingenious men> 
is now thought but worthy of a ballad-mongers 
flail !" This complaint, however, has long ceafed 
to exill, as, it is believed, though the book may 
be lefs red^ it is infinitely more rare and precious 
than it was in the above reigns. He, alfo^ com- 
piled '' The converfyon of fwerers," in octave 
flanzas, with. Latin lemmata ; printed by the fame 
printer, in 15 09: likewife, " A compendyous 
ftory, and it is called the example of vertu, ia 
the whiche ye fhall fynde many goodly ftorys &: 
naturall dyfputacyons bytwene foure ladyes named 
Hardynes, Sapyence, Fortune, and Nature," 
printed by him, in 1530 : to which muft be aded 
'' A joyfull medytacyon to all Englonde of the 
coronacyon of our mooft naturall fouerayne lorde 
Yyxigt Henry the eyght : " a lingle iheet, alfo by 
the fame printer, without date. ^^ The temple 
of glafle," which has been attributed to Hawes, 
feems to belong to Lydgate : Mr. Warton being 
apparently mistaken in asferting '^ that it was 
printed in Hawes*s life-time, with his name by 
Wynken de Worde." (See History of Englijh 
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poetry, 11^ £ 1 2 5 Ames and Herberts Typographical 
antiquities, 79, 194.) Bale, indeed, mentions, 
among Haweses poems, Templum chryitcdlinum 
in one book : but it feems to be giveti to Lyd- 
gate by Hawes himfelf 5 who, reciteing Lydgatet 
wcarks, in " The pafletyme of pleafure" fays, 

*^ And the tyme to paiTe 

Of love he made the bryght temple of glajfe* 

HOCCLEVE, or OCCLEVE, THOMAS, 

wrote 1 . ^' Dialogus inter Occlyf C*/ mendicum :** 
" Mufyng upon [or of] the reftles befyneffe :" 
which, though fufficiently prolix, ferves as a pro- 
logue to 2. " De regimine principis,*' or '^ Trac* 
tatus de regimine principum,** a free translation 
from the Latin of iEgidius de Columna 5 ad- 
drefsed to Henry the fifth, when prince, to 
whom he is reprefented, in fome MSS. in a red 
habit, prefenting his book, in which he introduced 
the defcription and character, and, in the margin, 
depided the portrait of his " Maister Chaucer :"t

This is bellied to be the complete^l lift g£ this 
voluminous^ profaick> and drivding monk^ that 
can be formed^ without accefs^ at leaft^ to every 
Qumu&dpt library in the kingdom^ which would 
be very di£fic«lt^ if not imposfible, to obtain. It 
is^ at the fame time^ highly probable that fome of 
tliefe pieo^Sy ixKiftly ancmymous in the MS. co- 
pys, are not by Lydgate y and that^ oil the other 
hand^ he may be the author o£ many others in the 
fame predicament. In the library of Trinity- 
G 4 
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college^ Cambridge (Num. S77)> is Lidgati 
Opera, S volumes. But, in truth, and fad, thefe 
fhipid and fatigueing productions, which by no 
means deferve the name of poe^, and thdr ftil 
more flupid and disgufUng author, who disgraces 
the name and patronage of his master Chaucer, 
are neither worth coUeding (imlefs it be as typo- 
graphical curiofitys, or on account of the beauty* 
fill illuminations in fome of his prefentation- 
copys), nor even worthy of prefervation : bdng 
<Mily fuitablely adapted *' ad Jicum (sf piperem,** 
and other more bafe and fervile ufes. How little 
he profited by the correction, or inftructions of 
his great patron is manifeft in almofl every part 
of his elaborate drawlings, in which there are 
fcarcely three lines together of pure and acurate 
metre. Wei, therefor, and necesiaryly did it be- 
hove him to addrefs his readers : 

'^ Becaufe, i know the verfe thei^ein is wrong. 
As being fome too fhort, and fome too long." 

He dyed, at a very advanced age, after 1446 j 
no one, it is believed, having hitherto ascertamed 
the precife year of his death.* 

* Pitts and Weever, from a misconftruction of Bale, 
are, therefor, mistaken in placeing it in 1440, though 
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In his prologue to '^ the florie of Thebecs," he 
gives the following defcription of himfdf^ hit 
horfe^ and fervant : 

" In a cope of blacke, and not of grenc. 
On a palfray^ {lender, long and lene. 
With nifty bridieD, made not for the fale. 
My man to fome, with a voide male, ^c,** 

His hofthavdng demanded the name and coun* 
try of one 

'' That ' loked* fo pale, all devoide of blood. 
Upon ' his' hedde a wonder thred bare hood, 
Wei araied [he fays] for to ride late ; 
' He* anfwered. His name was Lidgate, 
Monke of Bnrie, nie fiflie yere of age/* 

He frequently introduces lus portrait in the il- 
lumination of a prefentation copy, with that of 

followed by Grainger and others. The former rebukes 
one Pamphilus for extending his life to 1481, in which 
year, according to Warton, he fays, " that our author 
died." In a copy of Lydgates Chronicle of EngUJh kings 
(Harl. MSS. 2251), there is a ftanza of Edward the 
fourth, which proves that he furvivcd the year 14O1.

In his Troye-boke, C. 5, he feems to imply

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MIRK JOHN, by Pitts caUed Mircvs, and 
by Ldand and Bale Johannes LiUeskuU ; a r^ular 
Canon of the Monastery of LiUeshuU in Sbrop* 
ihire, ti*an8lated from the Latin into Eng^ih 
vcrfe what he chufes to caXL ** Pupilhis oculi,** a 
f<»t of directcMy for Parifti priefts j of which one 
copy is in the Cotton library (Claudius A. II.) and 
two more are in the posfesfion of Francis Douce 
efquine, who obfenres that it ihodd rather ieem 
to be an imitaticm than translation of the ** Pu* 
pilla ocuU" of John de Burgo^ Chancdlor of the 
Univerfity of Cambridge about the year 1380, 
unlefs there be another work under the fonner of 
thefe titles. The Cotton MS. has this title: 
'' Propter preshyterum parochialem inftruendum :" 
begins, " God feyth hymfelf as wryten we fynde 5" 
and ends with this colophon : '' Explicit tracta" 
tus qui dicitur Pars oculi de Latino in Anglicum 
trandatus per fratrem Johannem Mjrrcus canom^ 
eiwt regularem monastern de Lyileihul, ^jm 
anime propicietwr deus. Amen" 

NASSYNGTON WILLIAM OF, a proctor 
at York, translated a religious treatife, on the 
lords prayer, feven gifts <^ the holy ghoft, feven 
deadly fins, (^c. writen in Latin by John of 
Waldby3 which translation is extant among the 
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royal MSS. in the B. Mufeum (17 C viii)j 
though improperly defcribed in Casleya cata- 
logue^ as the poetical works of Richard Rokeby, 
who was merely the tranfcriber.* There is ano- 
ther copy in the Bodleian Ubrary (Bod. A. 3. 13). 
The mufeum copy begins : '' Allmyghty gode in 
trynite." 

NORTON THOMAS, of Bristol, wiote ''The 
(»rdinall of alchimy^'* which was begim in 1477, 
and is printed in Aihmoles '' Theatrum ckemicum 
Britannicum" l662. 

OCCLEVE. SeeHOCCLEVE. 

PEARCE, a black monk, wrote a " Treatifc

PYLKYNTON GILBERT, parfon, as feme 
have thought, of the pariih of Tottenham, in 
Middlefex, is fuppofed, by his fuccesfor, Wil- 
helm BedweU, to be the . author of an excellent 
fong, intitled ** The tumament of Tottenham, 
or the wooing, wenning and wedding of JUbbe, 
the reeves daughter there," which, with other 
poems, posfiblely by. the fame author, amongft 
which was *' a ftory of Robin Hood, and little 
lohn," and a treatife fubfcribed " Explicit pa^o 
domini nostri lejii Christi, quod dominus GU" 
'hertua Fylkynton,*' master BedweU found in a 
manufcript communicated, by his *^ much ho* 
noured good friend, M. Ge. Withers j" and was 
by him printed at the end of his '' Brief defcrip- 
tion of the towne of Tottenham High-crofle :** 
London, l631, 4to. *^ It is hkewife, extant in 
a MS. of the Harleian library (Num. ), 

which was of ufe to Dr. Percy, in the third edi- 
tion of his *' Rdiques of ancient Englilh poe- 

try." 

PLANT AGENET EDWARD, duke of York, 
flain at the battle of Agincourt, wrote a poem. 
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•ddrdked, as lord Oriard coayectmts, to Joan the 
fecond wife of Henry the fourth, extant in a 
MS. belonging to Mr. Stmtt, who has given part 
of it in his Manners and customs. 

PLANTAGENET EDWAJU), duke of York. 
Warton fays ** I have an antient manafcript aOi- 
tcrative poem> in which a defpairing lover bids 
farewel to his mistrefs." At the end is written, 
*' Explicit Amor, per ducem Ebor. nuper foB" 
(III, 106, n.u,) 

PLANTAGENET HENRY, king (^England, 
the fixth of his name, competed ** a prettie verfc," 
which is preferved in a letter from fir Jdm Ha* 
ryngton to Henry prince of Wales, 1609, printed 
in Nugce antiqvce, volume 2, p. 143. '^ The 
lines," lord Orford fays, *' are melancholy and 
fimple, as we fhould exped, and not better than a 
faint might ccMnpofe."* 

RIPLEY GEORGE, firfl a canon-regular g£ 

* His lordlhip might, likewife, have adcd to his new 
edition of the " Royal and noble authors," the follow- 
ing article by king Edward the fecond ; ^* De U roi Eir 
nuard le fix roi Edward, U chanfon qe il fift mejmeiy* which 
was in a MS. that had belonged to fir Henry Speiman» 
and was fold, with the reft of his collection, in 1709. 
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Saint Augostine at Bridlington^ and afterwards a 
carmdiite at Boston^ where he dyed in 149O, 
wrote '' The compotind of alchymie 5 a moft ex- 
cdlent, teamed, and worthy worke, conteining 
twelve gates 5" writeil in 1471 > and dedicated to

ROKEBY RICHARD. SeeNASSYNGTON. 

ROS SIR RICHARD made the translation^ 
£rom Alain Chartier, of La belie dame fans merck, 
generally afcribed to Chaucer, and printed in his 
works. See the Harieian MS. Num. S72. He 
has^ probaHdy, been an ungradnated panfh- 
prieft, or one, as they were called; of "^ th« 
popes knights."*

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ROWLEY THOMAS, an imaginary pricft 
and poet^ in whofe name Thomas Chatterton, of 
Bristol, a youth of 17> compofed, in the year* 
1769 and 1770, a number of poems, all or moft 
<tf which were colieded and publifbed by Thomas 
Tyrwhitt efquire, in 1777, and by Dr. Milles, 
dean of Exeter, in 17825 the latter editor being 
a complete dupe to the imposture, from which 
even the great learning and critical acumen of the 
former did not, at firft, altogether exempt him. 
Rowley, according to his ingenious fabricator, 
*' was born at Norton-Mal-reward in Somerfet- 
fhire, educated at the convent of St. Kenna at 
Keynesham, and died at Weftbury in Gloucester- 
ihire." 

RUSSELL JOHN, '' fometyme fervandc 
'mth duke Umfrey of Glowcetcr," appears, by 
the conmiendation of himfdf, his wife and chil- 
dren, to the readers prayers, to be author of a 
*' boke of nurtur," extant in the Harleian MS. 
401 1, and begining, *' In nomine patris god kcpc 
me." 

SALTWOOD DAN r6gERS, a monk of

Ime ftansas) printed at Canterbury, by John 
Mychel, without date, but about 1650. Sec 
CAUMPEDEN HUGH. 

SCXXtAN henry is the author of a poem, 
inferted in moft editions of Chaucers works, and 
addrefsed *' Unto the lordes and gentlemen of the 
kynges hoofe^" though inaccurately intitled, in 
ibme copys, " A moral balade to the prince, the 
duke of Clarence, the duke of Bedford, the duke 
of Glocester, the kinges fonnes^ at a fupper 
among the marchants in the Vintryat London, 
in the houfe of Lewis John.** (See Tyrwhitts 
edition of The Canterbury tales, voltime 5, p. 
xix.) According to Ben Jonfon, he was— 

'' A fine gentleman, and a master of arts. 
Of Henry the fourths times, that made disguifes 
For the kings fons, and writ in baUad royal 
Daintily wdl, €£fc." 

(" Mafque of The Fortunate ijles,") To this 

Scogan, alfo, " a ballade," ufually printed as 

Chaucers, and pretended to have been ''made 

H 
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upon his d^th-bed^ lyii^g in bU angtiifh/* be- 
gining ", Re fro the prefe, ^c." is attributed in 
a MS. of C. C. C. Oxford (Num. 203). He wta 
buryed, according to Stow, in the doifter of Wcftr 
minfter^abbej. 

SCOGAN JOHN is fay*d, by Mr. Warton, 
tp have been ^' educated at Oriel-coUege in Ox- 
ford j and, being an exc^ent miniick, and 
of great pleafantry in converfation," to have bcr 
come '^ the favourite, buffoon of ^jthe court of 
Edward the fourth, in which he pafsed the greater 
part of his life." What authority there is (be- 
iide bifhop Tanners conjecture) fpr placeing him 
in Oriel-coUege does not appear 5 but, in a book 
intitled *^ The jcfts qf Scogin,". or, '* Scogins 
jefts," . the author, or conj^piier (Dr, Andrew 
Borde), informs us, he had ^^Eeardfay, that 
Scogin did come of an honefl flock, no kindred, 
and that his friends did fet him to fchoole at Ox- 
ford, where he did continue till he was made 
master of art^7* . Holtynshed, alfo,. /peaking of 
the great men of Edward the 4ths time, has the 
following words : '' Skogan, a learned gentle- 
man, and fiud^it for a time in Oxforde, of a

Drayton, in the 
f^eefyce to his eclogues, exprefkly mentions one df 
hn compofitions : ^ The Colin Chut of Sco- 
gan," fays he, ''under Henry the feventh [it 
Ihoold have have been Edward the fourth], is 
pretty 5 but Bsffclays Ship of fools hath twenty 
wifer in it.'* He is fpeaking of pastoral poetry | 
aud cannot, therfor, mean the Colin Clout of 
Skelton, which is not a pastoral, but a fatire* 
Bangham, alfo, in his enumeration of captain 
Coxes library, notices " The feargeaunt that be- 
H s. 
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came a ftyar, Skogan, CkHljn Ckxmt^ 4-c." and 
that by Skogan are not meant his Jejts, is evident 
fi^om aU the reft being poetical trads. The only 
relique of his poetry now known is a iatyrical 
epigram^ which he wrote at. Oxford^ on takeing 
hi^ masters degree^ and is preferved in the above 
book: 

'' A master of art 

Is not worth a fart^ 
Except he be in fchools 5 

A batchelour of law . 

Is not worth a ftraw^ 
Except he be among fools.'* 

That he was dead before Henry the ievenths 
time appears^ not only from the above jeft-book> 
but^ with manifeft certainty, from the following 
monkiih epitaph, extant in a MS. of the Har- 
leian library (Num. 1587), writen toward the 
latter part of Edward the fourths reign, that is, 
about the year 1483, and containing the auto- 
graph of the celebrated cardinal Pole, when a boy 
at fchool : 

'^ Hie jacet in tumulo corpus Scooan ecce J»- 

HANNIS 

Sit tibipro/peculo, letusjuit efm m atmii. 
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Lett tran/ibvnt, tranjitus vitare nequibunt *y 
Quonefdmusibunt, vinq/i ciio peribunt"* 

That this John has been frequently confounded 
with Henry, and that Shakfpeare is guilty of a 
grofs anachroniim in makeing his head broken by 
Falftaff '^ at the court-gate, when he was a crack 
not thus high,** or about 1370, mufl be readyly 
admited ; but no one, who is not altogether re- 
gardlefs of truth, and infenfible of ihame, wil 
hereafter asfert that " there was no poet of the 
name of Scogan in the time of king Edward IV. 
nor any ancient poet of that name but Henry 
Scogan, master of arts, who lived in the time of 
king Henry IV." 

SELLYNG RICHARD> ^' fquier," made a 
poem intitled '' Evidens to be ware and gode 
ooonfayle^'* extant in one of the Harleian MSS. 
(Num. 7333 ; '' Whilift i hadeyouthe i wift nouzt 
what it was.*') He fubmit^ it to the correction 
of John Shirley, who, if not himfelf a poet, was, 
at leaft, an industrious collector of poetry. In 
the Aihmolean mufeum is '^ A boke deped the 
abfbrade brevyare compyled of divers balades,

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roundels, virilays, tragedyes, envoTs, complaints^ 
moralities, ftoiyes, practjrfed, and eke devyfed 
and )maagined, as it fheweth here follow3mg, 
colleacd by John Shirley" (MSS. 89. ii). (See 
Warton, Emen. & Ad. to Vol. II.) This is, 
doubtlefs, the collection," or one of the coflec- 
tions, which Stow had feen, containing pieces of 
Chaucer, Lydgate, and other Engliih poets. The 
hope, entertained by the compiler of thefe anec- 
dotes, of finding it a treasure of old ballads, tn 
the prcfent fenfe of the word, was miferabldy dis- 
appointed on its infpection. Shirley dyed in 
1456, aged 90 years. 

SKELTON JOHN, rector of Dyffe in Nor- 
folk, and chaplain to king Henry the ei^th, 
whofe tutor he had been, was a perfon of great 
learning and literary eminence, and actually re- 
ceived the degree of poet-laureat in both the 
Englifh univerfitys. His poetical performmices, 
fo far as they can be now afcertained; are as fol- , 
lows : 1 . *" A right delectable treatyfe upon a 
goodly garlande or chapdet of laurell ftudyously 
dyvyfed at Sheryf hotton castell, in the forefte of 
Galtres, wherein ar compryfed many and d3rvers 
folacyons and ryght pregnant allectyves of fyngu- 
lar pleafure:" printed by " Rychalrde Faukes 
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dweUyng in Duram rent cm: ds in Powlis chyrche 
jrarde at the fygnfe of the A. B. C. yhe yere of 
our lordegod. M.c; C. C. C.C. XXIII. The III. 
day of Ocfobi'e:** 4to, b. 1. haveing, on the back 
of the frontispiece, a whole-length portrait of 
'* Skeltoa'poeia,'* (This curiofity was purchafcd, 
at major Peaffcms fale, by Mr. Brand, and is now 
in the kings library at Bnckingham-houfe, but 
was never, 33 Mr. Herbert misconceived, the 
prc^rty of George Steevens efquire.)* 2. ^'A 
lytell treatyfe named the bowge of courte^'* 
printed by Wynken de Worde, without date, 
4to. 3. ''^ A lyteH boke called Collyn Clout:" 
(Minted by Thomas. Godfray, and, afterward, by 
Richard Kele, and by Jdm Wyghte, Without 
date, 12m6. 4. '' The boke of Hiyllyp Spa- 
rowe:" printed by Robert Toye, by Richard 
Kele, and by John Wj^te. 5. '<A litle boke 
which hath to name Why come ye nat to court :" 
by the lame printers, with a portrait, in Keles 
edition, on the laft page, of '^ Skyhon poyet."

"How yong fcholers 
now a days emboldened in the fly-blown Uafl: of 
the moch ya3me-gloryous pipplyng wind whan 
they have dde^bly lycked a Ijrtell c^ the lycorous 
dectuny t)f lufly lemyng in the moch flndious 
fcole-houfe of fcrupulous philology oountyng 
themfelfs clerkes excellently informed and tran- 
fcendingly ^ped in moch high ccmyng and whan 
they have ones fuperciously caught, &fc.*' printed 
by Richard Pinfon, without date in quarto.

Heames Petet de Langetoft, P. 684.) 17. '' Vox 
populi, vox dei:" extant, among the Harleian 
MSS. (Num. 367,) and in the archives of the 
univerfity of Cambridge j addrefsed '^ To the 
kings moft exelent majestic,*' and begining '^ I 
praye you be not wrothe." 18. ^* Skdton lau- 
riate defender agenft M. Gamefche chalenger 
Stc." (4 poems) preferved among the Harleian 
MSS, (Num. 367) : in which volume, by the 
way, is a copy of Speake parot very different 
firom, and much fuperior to, that in the printed 
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books. Bdide certain of the above-mentioned 
articles, Skelton, in his Cromne of lawrell, nanaes 
fcveral other '' bokcs and balades with dities of 
pleafure," which are now loft. His *' goodly and 
mery interlude of Magajrfycence," printed by 
John Rastell, is ftill extant 5 but it is utterly incre- 
dible that '' The Nigramanfir/' defcribed, ia Mr. 
Wartons '' History of Englifh poetry*' (II, S60)> 
as printed by Wynken de Worde, in 1604, ever 
cxifted, any more than feveral editions, he quotes, 
of other pieces. Our author dyed in fanctuary 
at Weftminfter, where he had taken ihdter from 
the perfecution of cardinal Wolfey, and was 
kindly entertained by abbot Iflip, on the 21 ft of 
June 1.529, and was buryed in the chancel of the 
parifh-church of Saint-Margaret, being aged, by 
conjecture, about 68. 

STOKYS R. '' Proverbium, Anglko car- 
miner MSS. C. C. C. O. 203. 

T. J. wrote a prologue ^' in the honour & 
laude of faint Werburge, and in the prayfe of th^ 
translatour of the legcnde folowinge^" |)refixed 
to Bradfliaas ^' Lyfe" of that '' fajmt," and con- 
taining ftx ft:anzas of fevoi lines each. 
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THORNTON ROBERT wrote the following 
poems : 1. " Morte Arthure,** a romance in the 
alliterative metre of *' The vifion of Pierce How- 
man"* (begins, '^ Now grett glorious godd 
thurghgraceofhymfelven") : 2. '^ The romance 
off Sir Percyuall of Gales,*' in Ihort eight-line 
ftanzas (begins, *' Gei by thes to me"): S. 
'' Vita fancti Chrisfoferi** ('' Lordynges if it be 
zowre will") : all extant in a MS. of the library of 
Lincdn-cathedral, examined by the prefent com- 
piler. This author was, probablely, the perfon 
who is mentioned in the catalogue of the Cotton- 
libnay, in the defcription of Vitellius E. VII.

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Cambridge (CCXCVIII) -, and begin? '' O je 
virtuous foverayns fpiritual and temporal/' 

WAKEFELDE ROBERT. See CAUMPE-

WALTER WILLIAM, who ftiles himfdf 
" fenraunt to fyr Henry Mamey, knight, chaun- 
cdor of the duchy of Lancastre,*' translated out of 
Latin into Engliih "The amerous hystoiy of 
Guystarde and Sygysmonde, and of theyr do- 
lorous deth by her father 5" printed by Wynken 
deWorde, in 15S2, 4to. and reprinted in "Cer- 
ta3me worthye manufcript poems of great anti- 
quitie," 1597, l6mo. Alfo, '' The history of 
Tytus & Gefyppus," by the fame printer, 4 to. 
He likewife compiled '' A lyteU contraners dya- 
logue bytwene loue syid councell, with many 
goodly argumentes of good women and bad, very 
OHnpendyous to all eftates 5" and '' The fpecta- 
de of loners," a dialogue in verfe : both by the 
fame printer, in 4to, without date. 

WATON BERTRAM wrote an '' invective 
poem againft the licentiousnefs of nuns, and of 
the churches of Rome, and their indulgences :'" 
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extant in the Cottcm library (Vespafian D. IX) ; 
impcrfed : *' Amen quod Bertran Waton. 

WATTON JOHN, a prieft, wrote the Specu- 
lum Christiani, printed by William de Machlinia, 
in or about 1483 5 in which are interfperfed fe- 
veral religious pieces of poetry in Englifh. 

WATSON HENRY, who translated '^ The 
grete fhyppe of fooles of this worlde," out of 
French into Englifh profe, at the requeft of his 
*' worfhypfiiU mayster Wykin de Worde" (by 
whom it was printed in 1517), " thrughe the en- 
tyfement & exhortacyon of the excellent prynces 
Margarete counteffe of Rychemonde and Derby," 
has prefixed arguments in verfe to each chapter. 

WEY WILLIAM, a Dfjvonihire-man, fellow, 
firft, of Exeter, and, afterward, of Eton-college, 
made fbme Englifh rimes on '^ The way to^Hie- 
rufalem, and the holy places in that country*' 
(MS. Bib. Bod. NE. F. 2. \2), whither he pere- 
grinated in 1458 and 1472 -, celebrateing mafs, ia 
that holy city (according to Warton), Cum cantu 
organico, (II, 427.)*

ALLOT ROBERT, the compileer and publiiher 
of *' Engknds Pamasfus : or The choyfeft flowers 
of our modem poets, Cs^c.*' 1600, prefixes to that 
work a dedication in verfe to fir Thomas Moun- 
fon. A fonnet fign*d Rob. Allot occurs before 
Middletons '^ Legend of duke Humphrey,'*

Engleifh lines, as a '' little rude verfe,** made by 
him long ago, fo. 15. See his verfees on John 
Whitney, in the lame book, where he fpeaks very 
modefUy of his poetical talents. In this work, 
as well as in Toxopkilus, and A report,, .of the 
affair8,„of Germany, he ufually verfifys his quo* 
tations from clasfick authours. 

ASHLEY I. wrote commendatory verfees pre- 
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fix*d to Lewkenors translation of Contarenos 
'* Commonwealth and government of Venice," 
1599. 

ASKE JAMES wrote '' Elizabetha trwfn- 
pkans, Conteyning The damned practizes th£^ 
the diuelifh popes of Rome haue vfed euer fithence 
her highneiTe firft comming to the crowne, by 
mouing her wicked & traiterous fubie6b to rebel- 
lion & cdnlpiracies, Os'c.

4to. containing 57 flanzas, with a Vewooy au 
roy, and a " hymne inauguratory for his maies- 
tie.'* " The great Plantagenct, or a continued 
fuccesfion of that royall name, from Henry the 
fecond, to our facred foveraigne K. Charles, by 
Geo. Buck gent." l635, appears to be a reprint 
of the former, with very confiderable altera- 
tions, by fome fellow who asfume'd his name.

* Bryskett was the friend of Spenfer, whom he has 
Introduced as one of the coUoquifts in his <* Discourfe 
of civill life/' printed at London in x6o6 ; but cotn- 
pofe'd) as Malone conjectures, between 15S4 and 
9. To him Spenfer addrefses the 33d fonnet in his 
** Aftfrettii** and to the fame literary friend we proba- 
blely owe much that has defcended to us of the incom- 
parable «* Faery queen." 
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Notwithftanding the opinion of mister Malone, 
there can be no doubt that fir George Buc was 
the real authoi* of '* The history of the life and 
reign of Richard the third," publifh'd, and fay'd, 
in the title, to be '''compofed, by Geo. Bucke 
efquire,*' in l646 : his original manufcript (though 
much injure*d by fire) being ftil preferve'd 
(fee Smiths catalogue of the Cotton library, p.

CHALKHILL JOHN, *' an acquaintant and 
friend of Edmund Spencer," wrote '' Theahna 
and Clearchus, a pastoral history, in fmooth and 
cafie verfe j" pnbliih*d by Izaak Walton, in 
1683, 8V0. but left unfiniih*d by the authount 
death: alfo a fong, in praife of a country-life,

DILLINGTON ROBERT has commendatory 
Yeriees prefixed to Lewkenors '* Refdred genUe- 
man,'* 1599; and his initials are fubjoin*d to

DINGLEY FRANCIS wrote '^ The ba^ile of 
Brampton, or Floddon-fidde,** infert^din ^'The 
mirour for magistrates/* 1687 : H^ins, the pub- 
liiher of that edition, informing us, that " it 
was^ pende aboue fifty yeares agone» or euoi 
ihorily after the death jof... king [Jameis^ the fourth

liked.** It is^ allfo, in the Harleian MS. JSS62. 
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DOLMAN JOHN wrote the legend of the

In 
the fame year Colwell was fine*d 5s. for printing

HAKE RICHARD, gentleman, has verfes be- 
fore '^ Greenes Never too late," i600. 

HALL ARTHUR, efquire, translated out of 
French " Ten books of Homers Iliades :" printed 
by Ralph Newberie, 1581, 4to. b. 1. in lines of 
14 fyllables. The translatours copy of his original 
(" Les due premiers livres de L'lliade dHomere, 
prince de poets : tradi^z en vers Frangois par M. 
Ql 4 
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Hugues Salel, 1555/') is in the Britiih mnieiBB. 
He was member of parliament for Grantham. 

HALL ELIZE^ an impostour^ who^ in 1562^ 
appeared in the ftreets of London^ pretending to 
be a mesfenger from heaven to the queen^ wrote 
*' Vifions," which fir John Parker had in MS. 
See Strypes Life of Elizabeth, p. 25a. 

HALL JOHN wrote " The courte of Vertuc, 
contayning many holy or fpretuall fonges^ fon- 
nettes^ pfalmes> balletts^ and ihorte fentences^ as 
well of holy fcripture as others :*' with mufical 
notes: printed by Tho. Marihe, 1565, l6mo. 
That he was a medical man appears by ^' A ditie 
made to the prayfe of god, for a pacient to vfe 
after helth attayned, who, contrary fo all mens 
expectation, was in hys handes by the goodnes of 
god cured." The above book* feems, from the 
prologue, to have been writen in contrafl to one 
name'd *' The court of Venus." (See Herbert, 
854.)* He, likewife, drew into metre " The

In 1562 was licenfe*d to 
Rowland Hall, *^ A poofye in forme of a vyfion 
agaynfle wytche crafte & fofyrye in myter by 
John Hall." Whether he were the fame with 
John Hall *' chirurgeon," who wrote comnaen- 
datory verfes, prefixed to Gales '^ Inftitution of a 
diirurgian," and his *' Enchiridion of chirurge- 
rie,** 1563, is uncertain,* and to his own reduc- 
tion of the '' Chirvrgia farua Lanfranci,'' 1565. 

HALL JOSEPH, bifhop of Exeter, and of 
Norwich, wrote " Virgidemiarum, ^ne bookes. 
Firft three bookes of tooth-lefle fatyrs. 1 . Poeti- 
call. 2. Academicall. 3. Morall :'* printed by 
T. Creede for R. Dexter, I697, 1598.—'' The 
three laft bookes of byting fatyrs :** by R. Bra- 
dock for Dexter, 1598. — Both parts, 1599: firft 

* That the former was a phyfician, fee Herbert, 854. 
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part, 1602 :— all l6mo*. Thefe fatires were rc- 
publifh'd at Oxford, in 1763, by the reverend 
William Dodd^ afterward D. D. executed few for- 
gery : or rather by the reverend William Thomp- 
fon, M. A. of Queens college Oxon, as mister 
Reed appears to have fuggefled to doctor Far- 
mer.

HARINGTON JOHN wrote certain fonnets 
and other poems : printed in '* Nugct antiqua,** 
1 779* Mister ^is has printed one of thefe as the 
performance of fir John Harington, his fon, 
though it was found in a MS. dated 1564, before 
the latter was bom. Sir John, in his '' Briefe 
view of the flate of the church of England,** has 
inferted a few Lanzas, which, when con£ne*d in 
the tower, he addrefs*d to biihop Bonner. He 
dye'd in 1582.t

* The great Milton, who profefses to be the firft 
Englffi poet who rejefted rime, feems to have fallen into 
a iimilar mistake. 

+ It is no fmall honour to Harvey, that fir P. Sidney 
highly efleemed him, or that he was the ** fpecial 
friend" of Spenfer, as Webbe asferts, and his own let- 
ters prove. Mercs unites him with Stanihurft, as " our 
two iambical poets;** and Mr. Upton is of opinion, 
that his verfes affixed to the Faery Queen, if he had 
written nothing elfe, would have made his name im- 
mortal : but this is excesfive and inconfiderate praife.

HATHWAY R. wrote commendatory verfes 
prefixed to Bodenhams '* Belvedere, or the gar- 
den of the mufes," l600, l2mo. Hathway is 
numbered by Meres, among the chief dramatick 
poets of his time. Malone fuggeils that he was, 
perhaps, the kinsman of Ann Hathaway, who 
marry'd Shakspeare. ( Inquiry y p. 94.) 

HATTON SIR CHRISTOPHER has an acros- 
tick* in Engliih Alexandrines, prefixed to Lloids 
*' Pilgrimage of princes :'* which is dedicated to 
him. 

HAWKINS ARTHUR, and JOHN, wrote 
commendatory verfes, prefixed to fir G. Peck- 
hams " True reporte of the late discoueries, fcfc.** 
1583. 

HAWARD. See HOWARD. 

HERBERT MARY, countefs of Pembroke, 
the illustrious fister of fir Philip Sidney, wrote 
" A dialogue betweene two ihepheards, in praife

HEYWOOD JOHN .wrote . '' A dialogue

T. Berthelet, 1547, 4to. and 1549, 8vo. b. 1. 

reprinted in his '' Woorkes," 1562, 157O,

IDEN HENRY translated various Italian

IGNOTO. This fignature is fubjoin'd, in 
'' Englandfl Helicon," 1 600, to ten poems, and, 
in the edition of 16 14, to five more. Two of the 
former fet (pp. 76 and 95) have been originally 
attributeed to S. W, H. over which is pafleed 
Ignoto, which, though no more than the correc- 
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tion of a mistake^ of which there are fimilar in- 
ftancees^ mighty probablely, induce mister War- 
ton to pronounce it *' ^aleighs conftant figna- 
turc," one or more of his acknowlege*d poems> 
at the fame time> being actually fo fubfcribe*d. 
It i8> however, manifeftly ufe*d by the publiiher 
of that book to fignify anonymous or unknown. 
'' The disfHraife of loue and louers follies/' fub- 
fcribe'd Ignoto, in the edition of l6l4, is now 
ascertained to be the cpmpofition of Francis Da- 
vifon : and it is remarkable that '' Hie fhcep- 
heards dumpe^** in that of l600 (p. 95) fign*d 
S. E. D. (fir Edward Dyer) is inferted in another 
part of the book (p. 184) under the title of 
*' Thirfis the flieepheard, to his pipe/* with this 
Signature of Ignoto. At the end of Spenfers 
" Faerie queene" is a fonnet with the initials 
fV, R. (doubtlefs, fir Walter Raleigh) and alfo a 
poem in four fianzas, fubfcribe'd Ignoto (neces- 
faryly fome one dfe). Of the *' poems found 
among the papers of fir Henry Wotton/' and 
printed in his Remains, feveral have the above 
fignature.

JACKSON RICHARD, a fchoolmaster at In* 
gleton in the weft riding of Yorkfliire, in the 
time of queen Elizabeth, compofe*d a narrative or 
history of the battle of Floddon in nine fits and 
684 ftanzas, firft printed in 1664 5 again, by 
Thomas Gent of York, about 1740, and, lafUy, 
by Robert Lambe, vicar of Norham, and Jofeph 
Benfon philomath, in 1774 : the formers edition, 
apparently from a tranfcript of the old printed 
topy, being moft valuable on account of the notes 
and additions ; but the latters more agreeable to 
the MSS. of which one, of the authours age, is in 
the Harleian library (Num. 3526). His name b 
giveen upon the authority of a MS. note in a 
copy of Lambes edition which belonged to Mr. 
Bartlett: but that authority is confid^ablety 
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Ihakeen by Gent, who, at the head of his edi- 
tion of this " famous old ballad,'* fays it was 
'' Taken from an antient manufcript, which was 
tranfcrib'd by Mr. Richard Guj/, late fchool* 
piaster in Ingleion^ Yorkfhife. 

JENEY THOMAS. '' A discovrs of the 
present troobles in Fraunce, and miferies of 
this tyme, compyied by Peter Ronfard gentil* 
man of Vaudome, and dedicated unto the queene 
mother > translated by Thomas Jeney gentihnan." 
Dedicated to " fir Henry Norries knight, L. am-

JENYNGES EDWARD translateed into En- 
gleifh raetnp ^* The notable hystory of two faith- 
full louer^ named Alfagus and Archdaus.

JOHNSON RICHARD, authour of the wel-

the memorable attempts of magnanimous minds. 
Pleafaunt for gentlemen^ not ynfeemdy for ma- 
gistrates, and moft profitable for prentifes :*' 
printed by Tho. Ormn for Humf. Lownes, I6g2, 
4to. It is writen upon the plan of The mirror 
for magistrates. (See Herbert, 1248). Some 
of the ballads, likewife, contained in a puUica- 
tion by this writeer, intitle'd '^ A crown garland 
of gdden rofes" (London, i6i2, 8vo), are, mod 
probablely of his own ccunpofition.

therdn fome poetical translations and other pieoees 
in verfe. 

JONES RICHARD, printer. Before '' The 
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Ichoolemaster^ or Teacher of table philofophie,** 
1576, 4to. printed by him, is *' The printers 
preamble to al efiates," ^c, in ilanzas of 6 lines. 

JONSON BENJAMIN, the cdebrateed dfa- 
matick writecr, bom in 1674, bias left ^^ Epi- 
grams,** '* The foreft'* (poems and fongs), ^' Un- 
dCT-woods, confifting of divers poems,'* and a 
translation of ^' Horace hb art of poetry :'* all 
printed with his plays and other works, 1616, 
1640, fo. 1756, 7 vols. 8V0. The earlycft fpe- 
eimen of his poetry is a translation of Ovids fif- 
teenth el^y, publifh'd, with the ver£on of Mar- 
low, about 1596, under the fignature B. I. He 
has, Hkewife, a conmiendatory fonnet before N. 
Bretons *^ Melancholike humours,*' 1600 5 and 
dye*d in 1637.

KELLY EDMUND, otherwifc TALBOT, 
confederate with the famous doctor Dee, in hia 
chemical, aftrological, and roficnician cheats, 
wrote a poem of chemistry, begining *' All 
you that faine phibfophers would be 5" printed 
i^ Aihmoles Theatnm chemicum Britannicum ; 
and another '' concerning the philoibphers 
ftonej" printed before the Compendium of alehy- 
my, publi{h*d by Ralph Rabbard, 1591> and in 
the above work. He was bom at Worcester, in 
1666, and, attempting to efcapc from the impe- 
rial prifon in Prague, dye*d of the bruifees he re- 
ceive*d in his fall, 1595. 

KELTON ARTHUR *' very wittely com- 
pyled in meeter'* '* A chronycle with a genealo- 
gie dedaryng that the Brittons andWelihemcn 
are lineally dyfcended from Brute:" printed by 
R. Grafton, 1547, i6mo. Wood, who thinks 
him a Shfopfhire-man, lays, " he hath alfo 
written another book of poetry in . praifc of the 
Wellhmen, dedicated to fir Will. Herbert : but 
this," ads he, '' i have not fee^;' 
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KEMPE WILLIAM, a cdebrateed comedian 
and morris-dancecr, compUe'd, and fct forth, for 
a new-years-gift to all Engleiih fubjc6b, *' A du- 
tiful invective againft the moUe haynous treafons 
of Ballard and Babington : with other their adhe- 
rents latdie executed. Together with the horri- 
ble attempts and actions of the Q. of Scottes : 
and the ientence pronounced againft her at Fod- 
derlngay :** printed by R. Johnes, 1587> 4 to. 
His '* Applauded merryments of the men of 
Goteham/' licenfe'd in 1593 j his ''New jigg* 
of the kitchen-ftufF woman," and his " New 
jigge betwixt a fouldier, and a mifer, and Sym the 
clowne," in I695, are prefufne*d to have been 
dramatick.

feveral poems in " The paradice of daintie de-

KYTTES G. wrote '' The imluckie firmen- 
tie :" n. d. 4 to. b. 1. a poem of fome humour. 

L. F. '* Ovidius Nafo his remedie of love, 
translated and entituled to the youth of England, 
by F. L." Lon. 1600^ 4to. (Warton.) 

L. G. '* An artificial apologie, in verfe, ^ 
paumflet compyled by G. L." printed by Richard 
Banks. The fame initials are fubfcribe'd to verfees

PARKYNN ROBERT, curate of Adwick-in- 
the-ftreet, near Doncaster, compile*d " The his- 
tory of the blefsed Jefus," from the evangelifis 
and ancient doctors, in Englifh verfe, an.l54B, 
which Thoresby had in manufcript. 

* The fuj^fition may have arifen from Bp. Ken- 
nets affirming that " thoi^h the archbifliop [Parker] 
printed his book of pfahns, he forbore to publifli it with 
his name, but fuffered his wife to prefent the book to 
feveral of the nobility."

The two 
laft were licenfe*d to Hacket in 156 1. In his 
" Trcafurie of commodioils concejrts, CfJ*c." 1580, 
are verfees by '* The printer [more likely himfelf] 
to all that couet the practife of good huswiuery, 
as well wiuea as maides.'* 
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PATEN maister^ was an asfociate with Gas- 
coigne, t^c, in devifeing '' The princdy plea- 
fures at Kenclworth," 1576. 

PAYNE CHRISTOPHER wrote '' Chrifken- 
mas-carrolles;" licenfe*d to James Roberts, in 
I669. 

PEACHAM HENRY, authour of '' The 
garden of eloquence,'* 1577> wrote '^ Minerva 
Britanna, or a garden of heroycal devifes," 1612, 
4 to. He has fome poetical translations ip his 
*' Compkat gentleman.*' He publiih'd a volume 
of epigrams, intitle'd ^' Thalias banquet,** in 
1620 5 and contributeed 4 copys of verfes to the 
*' Odcombian banquet," 1611 j in the Engleiih, 
French, Latin, and Utopian tongues. 

PEELE GEORGE, master of arts in the uni- 
veriity of Oxford, and a dramatick authour of 
fome celebrity,* wrote, l. ^^ The device of the 
pageant borne before Woolfton Dixie, lord mayor 
of London, 06t. 29, 1585,'* 4to. printed by

Icflfraye : preceded by a colloquy between the au- 
thour and his work, and a ballad-lamentation on 
the deceafe of the mafs. (See Herbert, 1539.) 
It appears to h^e been printed abroad in, or 
about, 1525, between, that is, the duke of 
Buckinghams execution and the rq>udiation'of 
queen Catherine.

poems^ which tho' pablifhed^ either by them- 
fdves, or mixed among other mens poems, yet," 
he ads, " i prefume they are loft or forgotten, as 
having either no nanoe to them, or that the copies 
are worn out."

'* The oomi^aynt ci Henry duke of Buckingham," 
in '^ The (econde parte" of the '* Myrrour for ma- 
gistrates," 1563, acccmipany'd with a very poeti- 
cal '' Induction or preface:" the caufe whereof, 
" feeing none other hath ufed the like order," 
is thus explained by Baldwin the publiiher:

SEGAR FRANCIS. '' Certayne pfahnes fe- 
led out of the pfalter of Dauid, and drawen into

1563, 8yo. This publication is dedicateed, in 
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Stornfaolds fianxa^ ''To the ryg^t honorable lorde 
Rusfell."

This '' Aftrophel and Stella," 
a collection of 108 fonnets, and 1 1 fongs, is an-

mafque or ihew exhibited to Q. Elizabeth in 
Wanfteed garden. Two other poems, by fir

*' tum*d the pfalms of David into Englifh verfe,'* 
which were in MS. in the library of the earl of 
Pembroke at Wilton, left thereunto by his fister 
Mary countefs of Pembroke.

Printed by Henry Kirk- 
ham, 1575, i2mo. 

SMITH RICHARD wrote a few lines, '' in 
commendation of Gascoigne and his workes," 
prefix'd to that authors '' Flowers," 1575, and 
again to Confiables ''Diana'* orfonnets, 1594. 
A larger poem occurs before Robinfons Rewarde 
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of wickednefle^ '' in praife of the ancthor^*' figned 
** Richard Smith, clarke:* Posfibldy the poet 
and the fbitioner were one and the fame man.

SMITH ROBERT wrote, in prifon, a poem 
mtide'd "O ye that love the lord, ^c" allfoan 
*' Exhortacion vnto his children, commenly fet 
oat in the name of maister Rogers."* ** [Verfees] 
written at the requeft of a lady in her booke 
*' Legem pane,*' ** To his brother :** aU printed in 
Foxes " Actes and monumentes.** See, likewife,

SMITH WALTER wrote and pubUfli'd a book 
intide'd '*^The wydow Edyth, Twelue mcny 
geftys of one called Edyth the lyeng widow 
whjchfliU lyueth:" printed by J. RasteO, 1595, 
fb. and, again, bj Richarde Johnes, I57d> 4to.

One 
poem, intitle*d *' A notable defcription of the 
world," with the £gnature '' W. S. gentleman," 
fuppofe*d to be thofe of the fame perfon, is in« 
ferted in *^ The phoenix-neft," 1395, and ano- 
ther in " Englands* Heliccm," 1600. Accord- 
ing to Warton, *' A booke called Amours by J. 
(or G.) D. with certain other fonnetts by W. S." 
is entered to Eleazar Edgar, 1599 : and the (ame 
initials are fubfcribe*d to a copy of verfees prefix'd 
to the tragedy of Locrine, 1595 ; and to Bretons 
Wil of wit, 1606. Prefix'd to Granges " Golden 
aphrodilis," 1577> is a copy of verfes intitle'd 
" W. S. in conmiendation of the aucthor."

SOOTHERN JOHN wrote and publifh'd 
poems, confifting of an ode, a *' Sonnet to the 
reader," is fonnets '^ To his mystrefle Diana," 
6 ElegioB, and another ode, of which fhe is like- 
wife the fubj^, '^ Verfes taken out of his ftan- 
fes, hjmnes, and elegias -, all dedicated or fent 
to his mistrefle Diana 5" '^ New kinde of verfes 
deuifed by him, and are a wofiiU kinde of meter, 
to iing a loue or death in ;" another ode -, and 
4 " odellets:** concludeing with" a *' Jianjfe,** 
and 2 quadrans, in French. This rare and lin- 
gular collection, or mingle-mangle, as Puttenham 
aptly terms it, (of which but one copy, and that 
wantinjg the title, is known to exift) is printed in 
4to. b. 1. and addrefs'd '' To the ryght honora- 
ble the earle of Oxenford, €5*c." The runing 
title, for the firft 6 pages, is ''Ode;** for the 
13 foDowing, '^ Diana 5" for the next 4, *' Epi- 
taphes 5" the next page has none 5 that of the 3 
fdlowing pages is '^ Diana;" and that of the 2 
next ''Odellet." There are 15 leaves in all. 
The Epitaphes are by the countefs of Oxford, and 
queen Elizabeth. The authour, whofe wretched 
Z 
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ftUe> profligate plagianlin, ridicoloiis pedantry^ 
and unnatural conceit^ are unexample'd^ is thus 
characterife'd by Puttenham, in his '* Arte of 
Englifh poefie,** 1589 : ''Another of reafonable 
good facilitie in translatioa finding c^taine of the 
hymnes of Pyndarus and of Anacreons odes^ and 
other lirickes among the Greekies^ very wdl trans- 
lated by Rounfard the French poet^ and ap^ed 
to the honour of a great prince in France^ comes 
our minion and translates the fame out of ,|^rench 
into Englifh, and applieth them to the honour of 
a great noble man in England (wh^ein i com- 
mend his reuerent minde and duetie) but doth io 
impudently robbe the Freaich poet both of his 
prayfe and alio of his French termes, that i can* 
not fo much pitie him as be angrie with him for 
his injurious dealing.... And in the end (which is 
wor& of all) makes his vaunt that neuer En^ifli 
finger but his hath toucht Fmdars firings which 
was neuerthelefTe word by word as Bounfard had 
laid before by like braggery."* Th^ following 
fonnet is giveen as a Ipecimen of the lyrick 
powers of this arrogant and abfurd coxcomb :

It is not, indeed, very intelligible j but one muft 
prefume the panegyrift had me^ with more fa- 
vorable fpecimens of the talents of his £nglei{h 
lyrick than fuch as are exhibited in the above 
publication, with which it is abfolutdy Imposfi- 
ble for any one, however partial, to have been 
pleafe*d at all. Drayton, as mister Park thinks, 
in his Ijrrick laud, has caught the very fpirit and 
manner of his disgufling prototype. 

SOUTHWELL LADY ANNE wrote '< A 
poem, or certaine choice meditations, upon the 
decalogue j" which Thoresby had in manufcript. 

SOUTHWELL ROBERT wrote, i. ''Saint

the Ihepheards calendar : together with the other 
works of Englands arch-poet, Edm. Spenfer," 
were '' colle^ed into one volume,'* and publiih*d 
in 1609, 161 1, and l6l7,fo. In Davifons " Poe- 
tical rhapfodie," l602, is '^ Loues embasfie in an 
lambicke* elegic [without rime]" by this great 
poet; who has, likewife, commendatory verfes 
before Joneses '^ Nennio," 1595, " The histo- 
ric of George Castriot," 1596, and Lewkenors 
" Commonwealth of Venice/' 1599. In '^ Three 
proper, and wittie, familiar letters : lately pafsed 
betwene two vniuerfitie men [Signior Imixierito 
(Spenfer) and maister G. H. (Gabriel Hariey)] : 
touching the earthquake in ApriU laft, aiw our 
Engliih refourmed verfifying," and ^' Two other, 
very commendable letters of the fame mens writ- 
ing : both touching the forefaid artificiall verfi- 
fying, and certain other particulars,*' 1580, are 
fpme fpecimens of his talent at Englifli hexame-^ 
ter, pentameter, and iambick verfe. It appears, 
alfo, by the fame publication, that he had then 
finifh*d his " Dreames,** and ^' Dying pelli- 
cane,** which were '^ prefentlye to bee imprint- 
ed:'* the former "being growen by meanes of

in, 92, haveing '* refofed 20 pieces fent him l^

Chaucer, at the charge of the earl of Esfex ^f 
" his hearfe," according to the former, '^ being 
attended by poets, and moumfull elegies and 
poems with the pens that wrote them thrown

ber in the following year:" and fays, <* If Spenfer had 
dyed in London, his death would probably have been 
mentioned by Rowland Whyte :" as if fuch frivolous 
pretexts could outweigh the folemn testimony of a Cam* 
den.

tier, her ^Meamed, delicate, noble mufe/* ea- 
feyly furmounted all the reft that had writen be- 
fore her time, or fince, *' for fence, fweetneflc, 
and fubtillitie," were it in '' ode, elegie, epi- 
gram, or any other kinde of poeme, heroick or 
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lyricke/' wherein it ihould pleafe her majes^ to 
employ her pen^ *^ enen by as much oddes as her 
owne gallant eftate and d^ee*' exceeded " all 
the reft of her mod humble vasfalls.*' The fol- 
lowing '' Epitaph^ noade by the queenes maies- 
tie, at the death of the princefle of Efjnnoye,'* 
inferted among the poems of one Soothem^ 
printed in her time (fee that name)> is here 
given merely as a curiofity ; fince there cannot 
wel be a more abconinable compoiition, the 
mufees hayeing favoured her jufl as much as Ve*

life and reign^ but^ upon the falfeefl fuggestions^ 
and the grofseft forgerjrs, with a favage and ma- 
lignant cruelty, unparallerd even in the Furies or 
Gorgons of antiquity, deprive'd of crown and king* 
dom, and deliberately fhed the facred and pre* 
cious blood, of her neareil relation, and, even, 
the prefumptive heir to, her own realm, to which, 
in fa6t, fhe had a better title than herfelf.

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(kys ''There is an dd madrigal^ fet to mofie 
by William Bird, fuppofed to be written by 
Henry, when he firft fell in lore with Anne 
Boleyn."*

Being fecretary to the Engleilh embasfadour in 
Rusfia, ^^ he did, at fpare hours,^* according to 
Wood, *' exercife his mufe j and wrote poems 
defcribing the places and manners of the country 
and people of Rusfia, ,an, 1 6 69 5 , written to 
Edw. Dancie, Edm. Spencer, 6sfc. at London." 
The three metrical epistles to Dancie and Spencer, 
were printed in Hakeluyts voyages, 1589. 
Thefe are includeed among the '^ Epitaphes and 
fonets" annexed to the */ Tragical tales,*' by 
the authour, '' with fome other broken pam- 
phlettes and epistles, fent to certaine his frends 
in England, at his being in Moscouia, anno 
1569." Two of thefe epistles are fay*d to be 
familiar congratulations to the famous Spenfer; 
but mister Park conceives that the poems do not 
afford any internal evidence to authorife fuch a 
conduiion, notwi'thftanding the refpectable aver- 
ments of bifhop Tanner and doctor Berkenhout. 
It appears, by fome prefatory verfees to his *' Tra- 
gical tales," as wel as from the dedication to his 
*' Boke of faulconrie or banking," 1576, that he 
bad undertakeen a translation, into Engleifh verfe, 
of the '^ haughty woorke of learned Lucan,*

and pitifiill Pompcj, the protector of Rome," 
which he forewent to write thefe histoiys. AUfo 
'^ The eglogs of the poet B. Mantuan Carmelitan^ 
turned into Engliih verfe, and fet forth with the 
argument to every egloge, anno 166? :" printed by 
H. Bynneman, l2mo. He has, likewif<;, com- 
mendatory verfees before Fentons ** Tragical dis- 
courfes," 1579 : and at ^^ end of David Row- 
lands '^ Plefant historic of Lazarillo de Tonnes," 
1596. Sir John Harington has ''an epitaph in 
commendation of George Turbervill, a learned 
gentleman," in his firft book of epigrams, which 
concludes — *' Mi/ pen doth praife thee dead, 
thine graced me living." Sir John, in his note 
on the 5 th book of Orlando furio/o, fays '* Allu- 
fion there is in this tale of Geneura, vnto a fiorie 
written in Alciats duello, of a matron in Fraunce 
accufed in fuch fort, by two men, and a cer- 
taine fouldier of Barcdlona came with a ccmipa- 
nion of his, and tooke vpon them the defence of 
the woman, and being fighting the companion of 
the fouldier fled : notwithftanding he of Barcel- 



it appears that he had relinquiihM the translation of 
« loftie Lucans verfe," as « more meete for noble 
BuekhtrpbnXnt,*' T.P. 
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lona with his courage and vertue gat the victoric 
of the other two, and fo in ilrange attire went 
home to his own countrey vnknowne, to which 
Ariodmit fecms to allude. Some others," heads, 
** afiirme, that this very matter, though fet 
downe here by other names, happened in Ferrara 
to a kinswoman of the dukes, which is here 
figured under the name of Gcn«/ra... [But] How- 
foever it was, fure the tale," he fays, *' is a 
pretie comicall matter, & hath bin written in 
Englifhverfe fome few years paft (learnedly & 
with good grace) though in verfe of another kind, 
by M, George TurberuiL" No fuch tale, how- 
ever, is otherwife known to have been writen by 
Turberville, but '^ The history of Ariodante and 
Jeneura," had, in fa6t, been allready writen by 
Peter Beverlay, whom fee.

TURNER WILLIAM, a phyfician, afterward 
dean of Wells, wrote '* The huntyng of the Ro- 
myffhe Vuolfe:** printed abroad, without date, 
8VO. and reprinted under the title of '' The 
bunting of the fox and the wolfe, becaufe they

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make hauocke of the fheepe of Chrift Jefus :" 
1561, 8V0. (See Hubert, p. 1575, i605.) alfo, 
" A new dialogue, wherein is conteyned the exa- 
mination of the meflc, Cffc." 1548 (partly in 
verfe). 

TUSSER THOMAS wrote and pubHfh'd " A 
hundreth good pointes of husbandrie:" printed 
by R. Tottel, 1557,* 4to. and, according to John 
Kings fale-catalogue, in 1562, 4to. enlarge'd, and 
thus intitle*d— *' A hundreth good pointes of hus- 
bandry, lately maried unto a hundreth good 
poynts of huswifery: newly correded and am- 
plified with dyvers proper lefsons for houshold- 
ers, ^c, fet foorth by Thomas Tufser, gende- 
man, fervant to the right hon. lorde Paget :" 
printed by R. Tottyll, 15/0, 4to. and, again, 
** augmented with diuerfe approued lesfons con- 
cerning hopps & gardening, and other needful 
matters, tsfc." by R. Tottell, 157S, 4to. There 

* Warton fays, that, in 1557, John Dayc had liccnfc 
to print " the hundreth poyntcs of good huiferie** (III, 
303), which he feems to have asfign*d in the fame 
year to Tottii, who, according to Herbert, had a li- 
cenfe for it in 1 56 1 .

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are, likewife, editions, by Henry Denham, in 
1677, 1580, 1585, and 1586 5* by Richard 
Yardley, in 1593, by Peter Short, in 1597, and 
by Robert Waldegrave, at Edinburgh, in 15995 
befide lateer editions by the company of ftationers 
in 1604 and 1610, all in 4to. b. l.f At the end 
are certain fhort poems, particularly '' The au- 
thors life." It is a work of great merit. In 
1561 was licenfe'd to Thomas Racket " A dya- 
logue of wyitynge & thryuyng of Tusfhers, with 
ij lesfons for olde & yonge;" apparently a dif- 
ferent work. Tusfer dye'd in 1580 5 and his 
epitaph may be read in Stows " Survay of Lon- 
don," 1598, p. 212. In Tufsers very curious

TWYNE THOMAS, doctw of phyfick, fi- 
niih*d the translation of Virgils iBneids, beguti, 
and continue*d, as far as about the middle of the 
lOth book, by doctor Thomas Phaer. The wc»:k 
thus completed appear*d under the following ti- 
tle : " The whole xii. bookes of the .^Inddos of 
VirgilL Whereof the firft ix. and part of the 
tenth, were conuerted into Engliih meeter by 
Thomas Phaer efquier, and the refidue fupplied, 
and the whole worke together newly fet forth, by 
Thomas Twyne gentleman... Imprinted at Lon- 
don by Wyllyam How, for Abraham Veale, 
dwelling in Poules churchyearde, at the figne of 
thelambe. 1673." 4to. b. L There was another 
edition, with the fupplement of Maphaeus, in 
1584, and again in 1596. Doctor Twyne, who 
has, likewife, fome poetical veriions in his trans- 
lation of Lhuyds '' Breviary of Britayne,'* 1373, 
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and has acrostical verfces affix'd to fir Nicholas 
Bacon and his lady, after a profe dedication, 
dated 1574, to '^ The garland of godlie flowers, 
CiT'c." 1602, dye'd, at Lewes, in 16 13, aged 70. 

TYE CHRISTOPHER, doctor of mufick, and 
one of the gentlemen of the chapel royal, trans- 
lateed into Englilh metre *' The a6tes of the 
apostles, wyth notes to eche chapter, to fynge 
and alfo to play upon the lute, very necesfarye 
for fludentes after theyr fhidye, to fyle theyr 
wyttes, and alfo for all christians that cannot 
fynge, to reade the good and godlye ftoryes of the 
lyues of Chr/ft hys apostles, 1553" (only the 
firfl 14 chapters) : printed by Nicholas Hyll, for 
W. Seres, and by Seres himfelf, without date, 
8vo. with a rimeing dedication to K. Edward the 
6th, in whofe chapel this verfion was for a time 
fung. *' A notable historye of Nastagio & Tra- 
verfari, no lefs pitiefull than pleafaunt, trans- 
lated out of Italian into Englifh by C. T." 
printed by T. Purfoot, 1569, l2mo. b. 1. is that 
flory of Boccaccio to which Dryden has giveen a 
fecond immortality under the name of Theodore 
andHonoria.

UNDERHILL . . ., ''a witty and facetious 
gentieman/' was, in 1558, fent, by the council, 
to Newgate, for a ballad he had made, wherein 
were fome firokes againfl the papifts. See 
Strypes Memoirs eccle/iastical. III, 60. 

UPCHER HENRY has twenty-four lines in 
alternate verfe prefixed to Greenes " Menaphon>** 
1699. 

UVEDALE NICHOLAS wrote '' diuers and 
fundry verfes, whereof fum were fette vp and 
fum other were fpoken and pronounced vnto the 
ladie Anne wif vnto king Henry the eight in 
many goodly and cofiely pageauntes exhibited and 
fhewed by the mayre and citizens of London on 
Wbitfon yeuc in the xxv** yere of our faid fouc- 
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rain lorde." (Royal MS. 18 A LXIV.) John 
Leland fupply*d the Latin verfees, which are here 
preferve'd, in his own hand.* 

V. T. '' Engliftiman/* as he ligns himfdf, has 
*' a poefie to the nobilitie and people of England 
and Scotland/* in Lesleys " Treatife towching the 
right, title, and intereft of the moft excellent 
princeffe Marie, Q. of Scots, ^c, 1684." 

VAGHNE ROBERT wrote " A dyalogue dc- 
fenfyue for women agaynft malicious dctrac- 
toures,*' 4to. — " Thus endeth the faucon and the 
pie. Anfio dni. 1542. Imprynted by me Ro- 
bert Wyer for Richarde Bankes." It is an alli- 
terative metre, and the dialogue is fupported by 
the above birds. This dialogue is thought to 
have been occafion*d by *' A lytell boke named 
the fchole-houfe, wherein euery man may rede a 
goodly prayfe of the condycyons of women." 

VALLANS WILLIAM wrote '' A tale of two 
fwannes. Wherein is comprehended the original 
and cncreafe of the riuer Lee, commonly called

blank verfe. He is, likewiie, th6 authour of 
commendatory verfees prefix'd to '* Whartons 
dreame," 1578. In the Harleian MS. 867, is a 
'' fhort poem of Will. Vallans falter, as it feems, 
upon . John Stowes lack of reward for compiling 
his furvey of London." 

VAUX THOMAS, lord Vaux, of Harrowden 
in Northhamptonlhire, is the authour of feveral 
poems in *' The paradice of daintie devifes," 
1576, where he is distinguifh'd by the title of 
" lord Vaux the elder.** He wrpte a poem, 
much commended by Puttenham, boning 
" When Cupid fcaledfirft the fort 5** and in the 
Harleian MS. Num. 1703, is ''A dyttye or 
fonet, made by the lorde Vaus in time of the no- 
ble queene Marye, reprefentinge the image of 
Deathe'* ('^ thought by fome to be made v^on his 
death-bed'*) ;* which is inferted among Surreys 

* Gascoigncs epistle «< to all young gentlemen," pre- 
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poems^ and quoteed in Shakfpeares Hamlet : both 
thefe are reprinted by Percy. This Thomas lord 
Vaux, by a mistake of Puttenham, (who com- 
mends him chiefly for " tlie facillitie of his mee- 
tre, and the aptnefle of his defcriptious, namely 
in fundry of his fongs, wherein he fheweth the 
counterfait action very lively 8c pleafantly*',) has 
been confounded, by Wood and others, with his 
father Nicholas, ^vhom he fucceeded in 1523, 
and who was no poet.

VAUX WILLIAM, lord Vaux, fon of the 
above nobleman, wrote feveral poems, in *' The 
paradiceofdaintiedeuifes,** 1576. He '^under- 
tooke to penne" the tragedy of " king Edwards 
two fonnes cruelly murdered in the tower of Lon- 
don," for Baldwines '' Myrrour for magistrates,*' 
1563 (feefo. 114, b.)3 but what he did therein 
we are not informed. He was fummon*d to par- 
liament in 1558, and dye*d in 1595. 

VAVASER. This name is annexed to fome 

fix'd to his "workes," 1575. Gascoigne, however, 
as mister Park obfervesi fcouts this as a vulgar notion* 
and ridicules the abettors of it for their infantine cre- 
dulity. 
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poems^ of queen Elir^beths time^ in a MS. be- 
kmg^ng to Samuel Ljicms^ efqoire. 

VENNARD RICHARD of Lincolng-inn, hat 
" The miracle of nature," a panegyrick on Q. 
Elizabeth, and other poems, in a trad intitle*d 
" The right way to heaven, & the true testi- 
monie of a faithfull & loyall fubjed :** printed by 
T. Eftc, 1601, 4to. 

VERE ANN, coantcfs of OxfOTd, firft wife to 
earl Edward, the poet, and eldeft daughter of fir 
William Cecil, lord Burleigh, made " Foure 
cpytaphes, after the death of her young fonnc 
the lord Bulbecke, ^c'" which, together with 
" the fowre laft lynes of [two] other that fhc 
made alfo,** are inferted in Sootherns poems. She 
dye'din* I587.t 

• Mister Steevens fays, " June 6, 1588."— See £«/»- 
peoM magaxirUf June 1788, p. 390. 

t In the Cotton MS. (Julius F. x.) fcveral Latin 
poems occur in commendation of " Anna Vera,"- as th 
daughter of Ld. Burleigh, and wife of Ld. Oxford. In 
the laft edition of " Royal & noble authors," lord Or- 
ford notices the countefs of Oxenfords futile attempts in

He dye*d in l604 5 and was bury'd at Hack- 
ney (not, as Wood fays, at Earls-Colne in 
Esfex). Webbe and Puttenham applaud his at- 
tainments in poefy : Meres ranks him with the 
" beft for comedy." Several fpecimens of lord 
Oxfords poetry occur in Englands Pamasfus, 
1600. In the pofthumous edition of lord Ox- 
fords works. Vol. I. two poems, by the earl of 
Oxford, are giveen from an ancient MS. miscel-

They are, probablely, 
thofe of Arthur Warren, authour of *' The poore 
manspasfions, and poverties patience:" printed 
by J. R. for R. B. l605, 4to. A. W. has 
rerfees prefix*d to Kendalls Flowers of epigrams, 
15775 3nd others ''in commendation of Gras- 
coigne and his pofies," 1575. Andrew Willett 
is a joint claimant to thefe initials. See his ar- 
ticle. 

W. E. has a fonnet " to his deere mistris, 
Elizabetli Sidney," before Markhams " Poem of 
poems or Sions raufe" [1595]. To the fame lady 
(fir P. Sidneys daughter) the poem is dedicateed. 
The fame initials are prefix'd to a poem intitle'd 
" Thamefeidos," 1600, 4to. 

W. G. fenior, and junior, wrote a couple of 
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fonnets, prefixed to Spenfers ''Amoretti," 1595.\ 
G. W. alfo has verfees prefix'd to Cottons '^ Ar- 
mor of proofe, Cj/c." 1596. 

W. H. See WOTTON HENRY. 

W. J. has complimentaiy verfees before 
'^ Morleys Practical introduction tp muficke," 
1597. 

W. T. wrote '' an inuective agaynft treafon :" 
printed by Roger Madeley, in two columns on a 
half-fheet^ fignifying the joy of the people, ^c. 
on the 19th of July 1653, when Mary Tudor was 
proclaimed queen. See WATSON THOMAS. 

WALDEN lord Verfees by, Afhmoles MSS. 
781, or 6071. Thomas lord Howard of Wal- 
den, fuppofe*d to be the nobleman here intended, 
was fummon'd to parliament by writ, the 7th of 
December, 1597. 

WALLSALL SAMUEL wrote '' The authors 
method comprifed in verfe," prefix'd to Butteses 
'^ Dyets dry dinner," 1599, 12mo. and allfo 
more verfees " in prayfe of this learnedly witty 
booke." 
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WARNER WILLIAM, an attorney of the 
Common-pleas, was the authour of a work of 
confiderable merit, intitle'd *' Albions England^ 
or a historical map of the fame ifland:" prmted 
by George Robinfon for Tho. Cadman, 1586 : 
reprinted, as " The firft and fecond parts of 
Albions England : with historical! intermixtures, 
invention and variety, profitably, briefly, and 
pleafantly performed," by Thomas Orwin, 1589 ; 
again, ** the third time correded & augmented,'* 
by the fame printer, I592 : again, by the widow 
Orwin, for I. B. 1596 and 1597 ', and again^ 
'* reuifed, and newly inlarged by the author :" 
by Edmund BoUifant for George Potter, in 1602. 
In 1606, appeared *^' A continuance of Albions 
England : by the firft author. W. W/' printed 
by Felix Kyngston for George Potter. The laft 
edition, of which this *' continuance," though 
not actually reprinted, makes a part, was pub- 
lifh*d, after the authours death, in 1612, for G. 
P. [George Potter]. All thefe editions are in 
quarto, and the firfl three of them in black 
letter.* Ames, in his '^ Typographical anti-

of the faid EngUnds Albyon.'* As it was actually printed 
by G. Robinfon for 7*. Cadmrntty VTari feetns to have been 
pirateing it, as he was other books.

WEBSTER WILLIAM wrote '' The mc^ 
pleafant and delightfid historic of Ctiran a (Hince 
of Danfke, and the fayre princelGTe Argentill, 
daughter and heyre to Addbright, feme time 
king of Northumberland, fe*c." n. d. 4to. b. 1. 
an indifferent paraphrafe, in fix-line fbnzas, of 
a beautiful epifode in Warners Albions Emgland, 
There was a lateer edition in 1617. 

WEEVER JOHN wrote and publifh'd, 1. 
*' A little book of epigrams," 1599, 8vo. «. 
'* The mirror of martyrs, or the life and deadi 
of that thrice valiant capitaine and moA godly 
martyre fir John Oldcastle knight, lord Cob- 
ham.** 1601, i8mo. printed by V. S. for Wm. 
Wood; and writen two years before. A com- 
mendatory fonnet allfo, by John Weever, is pre- 
fixed to Middletons ^' Legend of Humphrey duke 
of Glocester,** 1600. Whether this was the au- 
thour of " Ancient fiinerall monuments,*' l63I, 
is uncertain, though fufficiently probable : but, 
if fo^ he was a Lancaihire-man^ born in 1576. 
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WHARTON JOHN, a puritanical fchool- 
master, publiih'd a pamphlet, chiefly in verfe, 
mtitled " Whartons drcame: conteyninge an 
inuective agajmil certaine abhominable caterpil- 
lers, as ufurers, extorcioners, leasmongers and 
fuch others, confounding their diuellyih fedes by 
the authority of holy fcripture :" printed by John 
Charlewood> 1578, 4to. b.

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WILLIS JOHN wrote '' Vcrfes concerning 
the name and armes of Dunflaple -" where he 
appears to have been curate^ about 1558.

WILLOBIE HENRY. '' WiUobie his Avifa; 
or the true picture of a modeft maid, and of a 
chaft and conflant wife. In hexameta:^* verfe. 
The like argument whereof was never heretofore 
publiihed :** imprinted at London by John Win- 
det, 1594> 4to. This poem, of which the verfe 
is remarkably fmooth and fluent for its age^ ap- 
pears to have been publifh'd, in the authours ab- 
fence, by his friend Hadrian Dorrel. In the

commendatory verfees by Abell Emet, and ano-

WILSON THOMAS, dean of Durham-, and 
principal fecretary to K. Henry the 8th, has fomc 
poetical fcraps in his '' Rule of reafon, contein- 
yng the art of logike :** printed by Jhon Kyng- 
fton, 1580, 4to. 



♦ Neidier is there any reafon to conclude that thefc 
verfees were writen by Dorrel^ the editor : i. becaufe he 
allways (igns his proper name ; and 2. becaufe the au- 
thour mistakes the quantity of Avifa^ which Dorrel 
could not posfibiely have done. 
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WISDOM ROBERT, a protestant fugitive in 
the time of queen Mary, afterward rector of 
Sfyfted in Esfex, and of Settrington in York- 
ihire, and a frequent preacher in Aldermaiy- 
church, London, is the authour of a wd-known 
prayer or hymn, printed at the end of Stemholds 
pfakns, begining : 

'' Preferve us, lord, by thy dear word. 
From Turk and Pope defend us, lord." 
He likewife render'd the 26th pfahn of that 
verfion. The facetious biihop Corbet has an ad- 
drefs '' To the ghoft of Robert Wisdome," He 
dye'd in 1668. 

WITHYE WILLIAM wrote fome fhort 
poems, 1681, and his own epitaph. (Sloanes 
MSS. 300.) 

WOLLAYE EDWARD wrote '' An admo- 
nition to every degree, ihewing the right way to 
joy and perfite reft," dedicateed to Q. Elizabeth. 
(Royal MSS. 17 A XIX.) 

WOOTTON JOHN is the authour of two 
poems, printed in '' Englands Helicon,*' 16OO5 
one of which is intitle*d '^ Damaetas jigge in 
pi-aife of his loue." 
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WOTTON SIR HENRY, born in 1568, has 
an ode, under the fignatore H. W. in Dayifoos 
** Poetical rapfody,*' l602 ^ being the firft poem 
in the Rdiquut Wottoniana, l685, where it is 
iaj'd to hare been '' written in his youth." The 
other poems in that collection are, apparently, of 
a lateer date. He dyc'd provoft of Eton-coUege 
in ]6S9. 

WRAGHTON WILLIAM, on the back of 
the title to his *' Rescuynge of the Romifhe foxe, 
tsfc** printed abroad in 1545, 8vo. has certain 
verfees which '* The banniihed fax of Rome 
fpcakethe.*' See Herbert, p. 1557- 

WYATT SIR THOMAS, of Allington-castlc 
in Kent, ftile*d by Wood '' The delight of the 
mufes and of mankind,** wrote many fonnets 
and other poems, includeing translations from the 
Latin and Italian poets, printed with thofe <^ 
Henry earl of Surrey. (See HOWARD.) In 
1549 were printed by T. Raynald and J. Har- 
ryngton, '* Certaine pfalmes chofen out of the 
pfalmes of Dauid commonly called vij penyten- 
tiall pfalmes, drawea into Engliih meter by fir 
Thomas Wyatt knyght, whereunto is added a 
prolog of the aucthore before euery pialme very 
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pleafant and profettable to the godly reader:" 
which Mr. Warton, for whatever reafon, thinks 
*^ a feparate work from his translation of the 
whole pfaltery." He dye'd of a fever, at Sher- 
borne, in Dorfetfhire, in the fummer of 1541, 
aged 38, and was inter*d in the great chorch 
there. His head, probablely by Holbein, was 
prefixed to Lelands '' Nctnice in mortem T, Via" 
ti" 1542. It reprefents him as a much older 
man than he live'd to be, with a large buihy 
beard. See that authours Collectanea, by Heame. * 
See BOLEYN. 

WYRLEY WILLIAM wrote two mcouth 
ditties, in feven-line ftanzas, printed at the end 
of Erdswickes " True ufe of armorie," 1592 : 
one intitle*d '' Lord Chandos ;" the other, '' Ca-* 
pitall de Buz.*' 

WYTHIPOLL master, of Ipswich, has a me- 
trical translation of '' Certaine Latin verfes made

YELVERTON CHRISTOPHER wrote the 
epilogue to Grascoigne and Kynwelmerihes Jo' 
casta, prefented, at Grays-inn, 1566 ; being 
then a ftudent therej afterward an eminent 
counfellor, knight, and judge. He dye*d in 1 607. 

♦ Thcfc poems arc divideed into three parts, accord- 
ing to their titles, and to the third part is appended 
*• A dialogue betwene Diana & Venus:, with ditties 
devifcd at fundrie idle times for recreation lake." Onely 
one copy of this book appears to exift. It had formerly 
belonged to T.Martin, the Suffolk antiquary; at ma- 
jor Pearfons fale it was purchaie'd by mister Steevensi 
and is now in the posfesfion of mister Park: who 
obligeingly fumiihes this note.

Of thefe not lefs than 
25 are inferted in ''Englands Helicon," l600.

printed by Thomas Eaft, 1586, 4to.

every vtrfe which beginne with fome we letter,'* The 
three or four words thus distinguifli'd upon the preient 
occafion ai^ fomer feafon^ fette, and funne* Sette, it muft 
be allow*d, is an unhapy epithet, which was, certainly, 
never inferted by the authour, nor in any one of the 
manufcripts, which, if not very ancient, are, at leaft, 
very numerous J all which, in faft, rtid fifte; avtrord, 
which, though prccedeed by the requifke letter, was, 
moft probablely, eje^ed by Crowley the printer, who 
did not underiland its meaning, and injudiciously fub- 
llituteed fette, which, at all events, begins with an /, 
and was, aj^rently, the onely word, fo circumftance'd, 
which he could meet with for that purpofe.

tion of a w, fo that if the original word may be pre- 
fiime'd to have been writen, fwhote^ a very good Saxoa 
word, it would, naturally, in procefs of time, be mol- 
/ KfyM into Joftty as it very prob^blely be prdnounce'd 5 
of which kind of variation there are innumerable in- 
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fiancees. This, it muft be admited, it little more than 
the fetitio frincipii, or beglng tf the fueition ; but they 
who are the mod converiant with old Engleifli manu- 
fcripts, which have not yet made their way through the 
prefsy are, at the fame time, the moft likely to allow, 
that a lucky accident, in the courfe of their perufal, fre- 
quently fupplys, if not an entire, or better word, at 
leaft, its more genuine orthography, and perfpicuous 
fignification : to which we fhal readyly leave it. 
The poets fecond line is, 

** I (hope me into /iroubes, as i ajiefe were." 
Inftead of Jkrouies, And Jiepe, fome MSS. read the line 
thus : 

** And ihope me into a Jireud as i a fUfhwd 
were:'* 
To that the true meaning may be, that he put on a firock, 
>rcoarfe garment, like ^Jkepherd^ or hermit \ and the ra- 
her fo, as the fubfequent lines, *< Went wydc in the 
vorlde, Sfc** and " I was weary of wandringe, fife" 
lo not very wel accord with the idea of his creeping into 
\nJ>i or cavti (another fenie of the yfOxdLjkrottdes) like a 
Uef,

The initials J. A. probablely thofe of this 
James A&e, are prefix'd and fubfcribe'd to ** A defiance 
to K. A. [King Arthur] and his round table," at the 
end oi Mtifarum deliciay 1656 ; being the identical ballad 
intended to have been fung by the mock minflrel de- 
fcribe'd in Langhams letter from Killingworth, 1579; 
begining " As it befell on a Pentecoft day.
